Voters  will  have  the  chance  to  find  out 
where  candidates  in  the  tight  race  for 
District  8  supervisor  stand  on  issues  rang¬ 
ing  from  homelessness  to  litter  at  a  Noe 
Valley  Candidates  and  Issues  Night  on 
Wednesday,  Oct.  9.  The  top  contenders 
for  supervisor  have  vowed  to  attend,  as 
have  the  pro  and  con  sides  of  four  hot-but- 
ton  propositions  on  the  Nov.  5  ballot.

Editor: 

A  small  but  important  correction  to  your 
September  2002  article  titled  “The  Typi¬ 
cal  Tagger”:  In  the  final  paragraph,  you 
quote  SFPD  Graffiti  Abatement  Officer 
Christopher  Putz,  with  reference  to  ways 
merchants  can  discourage  graffiti  vandal¬ 
ism,  as  saying,  “The  less  trash  around,  the 
better  chance  that  the  graffiti  artist  will  go 
somewhere  else.”  Please,  Officer  Putz  most 
certainly  would  not  utter  the  term  “graf¬ 
fiti”  and  “artist”  in  the  same  breath,  nor 
would  anyone  else  who  is  familiar  with 
the  extent  of  damage  and  neighborhood 
demoralization  these  vandals  wreak. 

While  this  may  seem  like  an  innocent 
mistake,  using  the  term  “graffiti  artist” 
only  perpetuates  the  notion  held  by  some, 
in  particular  many  young  people,  that  tag¬ 
gers  are  artists.  While  some  do  indeed 
have  artistic  ability,  graffiti  scrawled  on 
property  without  the  owner’s  permission 
is  vandalism,  period.  Let’s  stop  glamor¬ 
izing  orobfu.scating  the  true  nature  of  this 
blight  on  our  city  and  call  it  by  its  real 
name:  graffiti  vandalism.

Better  Living  Through  Chemistry 

Editor: 

Your  story  on  Noe  Valley’s  acid-etch¬ 
ing  vandal  in  the  September  Voice  (“‘ROC’ 
Strikes  24th  Street  Shops  Again")  reports 
that  vandals  “use  chemical  creams  pur¬ 
chased  through  art  supply  sites  on  the  In¬ 
ternet  or  at  arts  and  crafts  stojes.” 

I  created  one  of  tho.se  Internet  sites  that 
sells  a  glass-etching  cream.  It’s  unfortunate 
when  an  article  about  vandalism  seems  to 
place  blame  for  tbe  deed  with  the  tools  or 
media  that  vandals  use,  and  with  the  indi- 
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viduals  and  companies  that  supply  them. 

Plea.se  don’t  blame  the  art  supplier. 
Vandals  will  always  find  destructive  ways 
to  use  the  materials  that  other  people  use 
to  create.  And  don’t  blame  the  artist.  Glass 
etching  is  a  subtle  way  to  add  depth  and 
dimension  to  decorative  glass.  Some  of 
California’s  best  decorative  glass  work  is 
done  right  on  24th  Street,  at  Cradle  of  the 
Sun,  which  also  .sells  gla.ss-etching  cream. 

The  active  ingredient  in  glass-etching 
creams,  hydrofluoric  acid,  can  be  pur¬ 
chased  from  industrial  chemical  suppliers. 
It  is  u.sed  in  many  manufacturing  proc¬ 
esses  and  lab  applications,  notably  to  etch 
silicon  .semiconductors,  and  by  glaziers  to 
create  frosted  glass.  ROC  or  one  of  his  as¬ 
sociates  could  easily  have  brought  acid 
etching  cream  home  from  work. 

Or,  with  an  elementary  knowledge  of 
chemistry,  perhaps  from  a  single  high 
school  chemi.stry  class,  ROC  could  have 
made  acid  etching  cream  himself.  He 
could  have  bought  all  the  ingredients  at 
Tuggey’s  Hardware,  Real  Foods,  or  Rite 
Aid  Pharmacy.  But  don’t  blame  Tuggey’s 
Hardware,  and  don’t  blame  the  grocer  or 
pharmacist!  Those  ingredients  are  part  of 
toothpastes  and  plumbing  degreasers  that 
have  been  u.sed  for  generations. 

And  don’t  blame  high  school  chem¬ 
istry  teachers.  If  you  want  children  to  be¬ 
come  doctors,  scientists,  and  engineers, 
you  have  to  help  them  appreciate  the 
chemistry  of  ordinary  life.  Whatever  you 
do,  don’t  try  making  hydrofluoric  acid  at 
home.  Even  when  it  is  used  in  light  con¬ 
centrations,  hydrofluoric  acid  requires 
protective  gloves  and  good  ventilation.  A 
concentrated  spill  of  hydrofluoric  acid  to 
even  a  small  area  of  skin  can  be  fatal.  But 
don’t  be  afraid  to  clean  up  after  one  of 
ROC’s  attacks.  The  hydrofluoric  acid  in 
ROC’s  acid  etching  cream  is  so  reactive 
that  by  the  time  an  attack  is  discovered, 
the  cream  has  long  since  reacted  with  the 
silicon  in  the  glass  behind  it  and  the  car¬ 
bon  dioxide  in  the  air  in  front  of  it,  leav¬ 
ing  behind  only  a  residue  of  salts.

Vista  Park  neighborhood,  worked  as  di¬ 
rector  of  Mayor  Willie  Brown’s  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services  from  1996  to 
2(X)1 .  Previously,  Dufty  was  chief  of  staff 
for  his  college  friend  Susan  Leal,  when 
she  was  appointed  to  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  by  then-Mayor 
Frank  Jordan  in  1993.  Dufty  currently 
works  as  the  neighborhood  services  man¬ 
ager  for  the  Jewish  Community  High 
School  of  the  Bay,  located  in  the  Western 
Addition. 

Eileen  Hansen,  a  1 4-year  resident  of  the 
Ca.stro,  is  taking  her  .second  stab  at  run¬ 
ning  for  District  8  supervisor,  after  losing 
by  just  712  votes  to  Mark  L^no  in  a  De¬ 
cember  2(XX)  mnoff  election.  Hansen  works 
as  an  organization  development  consul¬ 
tant  for  community-based  nonprofits  and 
previously  was  the  public  policy  director 
for  the  AIDS  Legal  Referral  Panel. 

Mission  resident  Tom  Radulovich  has 
been  a  member  of  the  BART  board  of  di¬ 
rectors  since  1996.  He  represents  BART’s 
ninth  district,  which  includes  Noe  Valley, 
the  Castro,  and  Glen  Park.  Radulovich 
has  received  the  endorsement  of  incum- 
Eient  supervisor  Mark  Leno. 

Darkhorse  candidates  include  neigh¬ 
borhood  activist  Shawn  O'Heam,  who 
currently  works  at  City  College  in  the 
HIV/STD  Education  Office.  O’Heam,  a 
resident  of  the  Duboce  Triangle  area,  ran 
for  supervisor  in  the  1 996  and  1 998  city¬ 
wide  elections  and  in  2002  for  District  8. 
Also  running  are  Starchild,  an  “exotic 
dancer/escort”  who  as  the  Libertarian 
candidate  ran  against  Carole  Migden  for 
State  Assembly  in  2002:  and  James 
Green,  a  Noe  Valley  resident  since  1970 
who  ran  for  District  8  su^rvisor  in  2(XX). 

In  addition  to  quizzing  the  supervisor¬ 
ial  candidates,  the  Noe  Valley  forum  will 
spotlight  four  of  the  20  city  propositions 
on  the  November  ballot. 

“The  propositions  we’ve  chosen  strike 
very  close  to  home,”  notes  Przybly.ski. 
“They  are  about  homelessness,  an  aging 
water  infrastructure,  and  home  owner¬ 
ship.  These  are  all  important  neighbor¬ 
hood  quality-of-life  issues.” 

The  ballot  initiatives  to  Eie  discussed 
include: 

— Prop.  A  (Save  Hetch  Hetchy),  which 
would  help  finance  $3.6  billion  in  seismic 
repairs  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water  deliv¬ 
ery  system.  Hetch  Hetchy  dam  and  reser¬ 
voir,  located  more  than  150  miles  away 
in  Yosemite  National  Park,  currently  sup- 


plies  water  to  2.4  million  Bay  Area 
homes.  The  improvements  would  E)e  paid 
for  with  increased  water  fees  charged  to 
customers  throughout  the  system. 

— Prop.  N  (Care  Not  Cash),  a  measure 
put  forth  by  Supervisor  Gavin  Newsom 
to  address  the  homeless  issue.  Care  Not 
Cash  would  reduce  the  city’s  monthly  cash 
grants  to  the  homeless  from  $320  to  $59, 
while  offering  the  recipients  equivalent 
spending  on  housing  and  other  services. 

— Prop.  O  (Exits  from  Homelessness), 
Supervisor  Tom  Ammiano’s  answer  to 
Care  Not  Cash.  Prop.  O  would  require  the 
city  to  develop  I  .(XX)  units  of  housing  and 
7(X)  addiction  treatment  slots  for  people 
living  on  the  streets.  It  also  attempts  to 
protect  homeless  seniors  from  the  welfare 
cuts  proposed  under  Prop.  N  and  bars  the 
city  from  housing  welfare  recipients  in  a 
shelter  (in  lieu  of  giving  them  cash)  for 
longer  than  180  days.  According  to  the 
city  controller.  Exits  from  Homelessness 
would  cost  taxpayers  an  extra  $24.5  mil¬ 
lion  a  year  to  implement. 

—  Prop.  R  (HOPE:  Home  Ownership 
Program  for  Everyone),  authored  by  Su¬ 
pervisor  Tony  Hall.  HOPE  is  intended  to 
help  renters  become  property  owners. 
Under  the  proposal,  if  at  least  25  percent 
of  the  tenants  and  the  owner  of  a  building 
agree,  the  tenants  would  be  eligible  to 
purchase  their  own  apartments.  Tenants 
who  didn’t  wish  to  buy  could  remain  in 
their  units,  with  stronger  eviction  protec¬ 
tions  and  no  changes  to  their  rent  control. 

At  the  Noe  Valley  forum,  each  candi¬ 
date  for  supervi.sor,  along  with  represen¬ 
tatives  from  both  sides  of  the  ballot  ini¬ 
tiatives.  will  be  given  five  minutes  to  make 
a  brief  presentation  to  the  audience.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  presentations.  Przyblyski. 
who  will  serve  as  moderator  of  th^  event, 
will  ask  a  series  of  questions  supplied  by 
neighborhood  residents.  Questions  can  be 
submitted  at  the  door  on  Oct.  9  or  prior  to 
the  event  by  contacting  Jeannene  Przybly¬ 
ski  by  mail  at  414  Colling  wood  Street, 
San  Francisco,  CA941 14;  by  phone  at  282- 
4334;  or  by  e-mail  at  jprzy@pachell.nel. 

“The  voter  handbook  is  going  to  be  so 
big  and  intimidating  for  this  election.” 
says  Przyblyski,  “and  this  forum  is  a  non¬ 
partisan.  informational  event  to  help  you 
better  understand  some  of  the  issues  and 
candidates.  A  strong  voter  turnout  is  very 
important  for  Noe  Valley,  and  hopefully 
this  event  will  provide  some  of  the  back¬ 
ground  neighbors  need  to  make  informed 
choices  on  Election  Day.  There’s  no  need 
to  tackle  it  all  on  your  own.”  □

Prop.  R  Is  Risky 

Editor: 

Proposition  R,  Tony  Hall’s  condo-con¬ 
version  measure,  promises  both  home 
ownership  and  tenant  protection.  It  will 
deliver  neither.  It  is  a  poorly  drafted  or¬ 
dinance  that  provides  no  means  to  enforce 
its  provisions. 

Not  only  does  Prop.  R  allow  3,400 
condo  conversions  a  year  and  offer  ques¬ 
tionable  tenant  protections  in  the  form  of 
lifetime  leases  (which  were  pufinto  seri¬ 
ous  legal  question  in  a  recent  court  chal¬ 
lenge  of  Jake  McGoldrick’s  tenants-in- 
common  legislation),  but  it  also  permits, 
in  many  cases,  a  mere  25  percent  of  ten¬ 
ants  to  decide  whether  or  not  a  building 
will  condo-convert.  Prop.  R  has  been 
tried  twice  before,  once  in  San  Francisco 
and  once  in  Santa  Monica,  and  failed  mis¬ 
erably  each  time.  Both  attempts  resulted 
in  few  tenants  (8  percent  in  Santa  Mon¬ 
ica)  becoming  homeowners  and  large 
numbers  being  evicted.  Prop.  R  disre¬ 
gards  all  of  the  seismic  standards  cur¬ 
rently  in  place  for  buildings  that  condo- 
convert,  so  that  buildings  converted  via 
this  measure  will  not  be  safe.  There’s  also 
no  affordable  housing  requirement  nor 
neighborhood  approval  needed. 

While  proponents  of  this  initiative  say 
that  condos  will  be  affordable,  the  asking 
price  for  the  average  San  Francisco  condo 
is  more  than  $500,000  right  now.  Who 
can  afford  that?  In  Noe  Valley,  the  aver¬ 
age  condo  price  is  even  higher. 

All  around.  Prop.  R  is  bad  news.  As 
more  buildings  convert,  housing  will  be¬ 
come  scarcer  and  rents  will  go  up.  The  di¬ 
versity  we’ve  all  come  to  love  will  dis¬ 
appear.  Those  few  who  manage  to  afford 
condos  will  find  themselves  at  the  mercy 
of  condo  associations  that  could  ban  pets 
or  rainbow  flags  and  limit  overnight  guests. 
Prop.  R  is  too  risky  for  San  Francisco.

Plan  C  Is  for 
Those  Who  Don’t 
Like  ‘Plan  A’  or 
‘Plan  B’

Remember  back  when  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  voted  to  ban  new  tenan- 
cies-in-common  in  San  Francisco?  It  was 
more  than  a  year  ago,  in  July  of  200 1 .  You 
may  have  been  pleased;  you  may  have 
been  indifferent.  Noe  Valley  resident  Bob 
Hannan,  however,  was  livid.  And  so  were 
the  friends  who  gathered  in  his  living  room 
soon  after  the  supervisors’  votes  were 
cast.  Many  of  them  owned  TICs  them¬ 
selves — individual  flats  in  homes  or 
apartment  buildings — and  had  bought  them 
to  finally  get  out  of  the  rent  race. 

That  night,  Hannan,  together  with  at¬ 
torney  Mike  Sullivan  and  a  handful  of 
others,  hatched  what  would  become  Plan 
C — a  grassroots  advocacy  group  hoping 
to  provide  an  alternative  to  the  city’s  po¬ 
litical  establishment.  In  the  year  since  that 
first  meeting.  Plan  C  has  jumped  in  mem¬ 
bership  from  six  to  550. 

Hannan,  Sullivan,  and  their  cohorts 
felt  the  board’s  TIC  decision  was  a  slap 
in  the  face  to  voters  (who  had  voted  down 
a  similar  measure)  and  bad  policy  to  boot. 
Frustrated  with  both  the  Brown  mayoral 
administration  (Plan  A)  and  what  Sullivan 
calls  “the  Tom  Ammiano,  Bay  Guardian, 
and  others  alliance”  (“Plan  B”),  the  group 
set  out  to  make  sensible  changes  in  laws 
that  affect  the  quality  of  life  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  Led  by  an  1 1 -member  board  of  di¬ 
rectors,  Plan  C  has  tackled  topics  such  as 
homelessness,  real  estate  development, 
home  ownership,  and  clean  streets. 

“I  think  Noe  Valley  is  a  reflection  of  the 
city  as  a  whole,”  Hannan  says.  He  bought 
his  home,  a  tenancy-in-common  located 
on  28th  Street  near  Dolores,  six  years  ago. 
But  now  that  TICs  are  banned,  he  points 
out,  middle-income  renters  who’d  like  to 
become  homeowners  have  little  chance  of 
settling  in  the  neighborhood.  “I  was  a 


renter  and  I  was  able  to  purchase  a  prop¬ 
erty  that’s  a  TIC  and  was  pleased  to  be 
able  to  do  so.  But  I  would  be  unable  to¬ 
day  to  buy  the  property  that  I  live  in.” 

Though  Plan  C  was  germinated  here  in 
the  neighborhood,  members  hail  from  ar¬ 
eas  throughout  the  city — the  Haight, 
Bernal  Heights,  the  Castro,  and  Nob  Hill, 
among  others.  The  leaders  don’t  have  sta¬ 
tistics  on  Noe  Valley  residents,  but  say 
that  between  a  third  and  a  fourth  of  the 
membership  comes  from  District  8, 
which  includes  Noe  Valley. 

Plan  C  isn’t  a  coaservative  organiza¬ 
tion,  though  the  organization’s  policies 
are  at  times  closer  to  the  political  center 
than  those  of  San  Francisco’s  leaders. 
“The  classic  Plan  C  member  is  the  liberal 
who  cares  about  his  or  her  neighborhood 
and  wants  to  see  the  city  run  effectively,” 
Sullivan  explains.  “[That  person]  wants 
to  live  in  San  Francisco  because  it’s  the 
best  city  in  the  country  and  is  just  upset 
that  in  many  ways  the  current  policies  are 
running  the  city  into  the  ground.”  Mo.st 
members  of  Plan  C  haven’t  been  involved 
in  politics  before,  he  says. 

In  July,  Plan  C  filed  the  necessary  pa¬ 
pers  to  become  a  political  action  com¬ 
mittee  (PAC),  enabling  it  to  raise  money 
for  candidates,  and  ballot  measures.  Plan 
C  also  has  put  its  full  weight  behind  the 
HOPE  initiative,  which  seeks  to  provide 
TIC  home  ownership  options  for  renters 
without  causing  evictions.  In  addition,  the 
group  is  backing  Care  Not  Cash,  Super- 
vi.sor  Gavin  Newsom’s  proposed  changes 
in  homelessness  policy.  If  the.se  issues  are 
decided  in  their  favor  in  the  Nov.  5  elec¬ 
tion,  Plan  C  members  will  turn  their  at¬ 
tention  toward  legislation  that  will  help 
clean  up  the  city’s  streets. 

“What  a  paradox  that  we  live  in  the 
most  beautiful  city  in  the  country  but  the 
streets  are  filthy,”  Sullivan  notes.  “That 
will  probably  be  a  project  for  2003.” 

Perhaps  by  then,  he  says,  our  city’s 
Board  of  Supervisors  will  think  twice  be¬ 
fore  automatically  voting  with  Plan  A  or 
Plan  B.  □

But  Weiner’s  main  mission  is  to  create 
an  exciting  learning  environment  for  both 
students  and  teachers.  “I  spend  as  little 
time  in  my  office  as  possible  during  the 
school  day  because  I  want  to  be  visiting 
the  classrooms,”  Weiner  says. 

Before  taking  the  helm  at  Alvarado, 
Weiner,  27,  worked  for  two  years  as  a  lit¬ 
eracy  specialist  and  third-grade  teacher  at 
William  R.  De  Avila  Elementary  in  the 
Upper  Haight.  Before  that,  he  taught 
kindergarten  and  first  grade  at  an  ele¬ 
mentary  school  in  Franklin,  Mass.  Bom 
and  raised  in  the  Boston  area,  he  earned 
his  master’s  degree  in  education  at  Har¬ 
vard  University  in  June  2002. 

This  past  year,  Weiner  received  job  of¬ 
fers  from  school  districts  in  Boston,  New 
York,  and  Oakland.  But  he  accepted  the 
position  at  Alvarado  in  San  Francisco, 
“because  it  was  the  best  opportunity,”  he 
says.  “I  really  believe  the  San  Francisco 
public  schools  are  moving  in  the  right  di¬ 
rection.  They’re  very  focused  on  improv¬ 
ing  student  performance,  and  Alvarado  is 
a  school  that  is  functioning  very  well.  Our 
faculty,  students,  and  the  Spanish-im- 
mersion  program  were  all  draws  for  me, 
as  was  the  chance  to  work  with  Superin¬ 
tendent  Arlene  Ackerman.” 

Another  selling  point  was  Alvarado’s 
Noe  Valley  location.  Weiner  has  settled 
into  an  apartment  on  24th  Street  near 
Vicksburg — within  walking  distance  of 
the  school’s  Douglass  Street  campus. 

Despite  his  long  days  on  the  job, 
Weiner  says  he  has  eked  out  a  few  hours 
to  enjoy  the  neighborhood.

The  Names  Project 

One  of  the  things  his  Harvard  educa¬ 
tion  taught  him  was  that  the  role  of  a 
school  principal  is  vastly  different  from 
what  it  was'  a  generation  ago. 

“It’s  come  a  long  way  from  being 
mostly  administrative,”  he  says.  “A  prin¬ 
cipal  should  be  in  the  classroom  almost 
all  the  time  to  focus  on  the  best  ways  to 
educate  students.” 

Being  in  the  classroom  is  also  a  good 
way  to  learn  the  names  of  all  your  stu¬ 
dents,  which  is  a  goal  Weiner  set  for  him¬ 
self  the  first  day  of  school.  He’s  pleased 
with  his  progress  so  far. 

“1  know  about  60  percent  of  the  stu¬ 
dents’  names.  What’s  slowing  me  down 
and  gets  confusing  are  the  twins  and  sib¬ 
lings.  There  are  two  brothers  —  one  in 
kindergarten  and  one  in  first  grade — and 
I  keep  getting  them  confused  because 
they  look  identical,”  he  laughs.

Asked  to  name  the  half-dozen  or  so  stu¬ 
dents  playing  in  the  yard,  he  jumps  up 
from  his  office  chair,  gazes  out  the  win¬ 
dow,  and  rapidly  calls  off  the  names. 

That  sort  of  enthusiasm  must  have  been 
what  attracted  last  year’s  search  commit¬ 
tee,  composed  of  parents,  staff,  and  teach¬ 
ers,  to  their  most  youthful  candidate. 

Striving  for  95  Percent 

Weiner  was  hired  to  replace  Alvarado’s 
former  principal  Phyllis  Matsuno,  who  is 
on  sabbatical  for  a  year.  ( Matsuno  wi  1 1  not 
be  back  at  Alvarado  next  year;  the  school 
district  doesn’t  let  principals  return  to  the 
same  school  after  their  sabbatical.) 

The  popular  Matsuno  was  at  Alvarado 
for  six  years  and  oversaw  a  rise  in  Noe 
Valley  enrollment  and  gains  in  reading 
and  math  test  scores. 

“Things  definitely  were  thriving  when 
I  got  here.  For  example,  80  percent  of  our 
third-graders  are  performing  above  grade 
level  in  math,”  Weiner  says,  pointing  to  a 
printout  on  his  desk  of  last  spring’s  stan¬ 
dardized  test  scores. 

But  Weiner  hopes  to  raise  the  bar  even 
further.  “I  won’t  be  satisfied  until  at  least 
95  percent  of  our  students  in  all  grades  are 
performing  at  or  above  grade  level.” 

To  that  end,  he  is  helping  Alvarado’s 
teachers  collaborate  more  effectively  and 
share  their  successful  teaching  strategies. 
“We  have  a  reading  recovery  teacher 
[someone  who  specializes  in  teaching 
students  who  are  reading  below  grade- 
level]  working  with  beginning  teachers 
on  developing  reading  lessons.  Also, 
since  I’ve  been  a  literacy  specialist.  I’ve 
taught  in  four  or  five  classrooms  too.” 

In  addition,  he  is  trying  to  teach  kids 
how  to  think  critically  and  look  for  mean¬ 
ing.  “For  instance,  it  used  to  be  that  a 


book  report  in  elementary  school  was 
simply  filling  in  the  facts  of  a  story.  Now, 
we  focus  on  not  just  why  the  character  did 
something,  but  how  it  affected  others,  and 
we  ask  the  students  if  they  were  ever  feel¬ 
ing  this  way.  We  want  to  get  to  the  whys 
and  hows,  for  deeper  understanding.” 

Habla  Espariol? 

Given  that  he’s  overseeing  a  school 
with  a  popular  Spanish-immersion  pro¬ 
gram,  in  which  students  learn  both  Eng¬ 
lish  and  Spanish  as  they  learn  and  play  to¬ 
gether,  Weiner,  who  doesn’t  speak  Spanish, 
knows  he’s  at  a  disadvantage. 

“At  this  point,  I  can  just  about  converse 
with  the  kindergarten  students.”  he  says. 
“But  our  PTA  president  is  fluent  in  Span¬ 
ish.  and  she  has  been  a  tremendous  help 
to  me  at  school  functions.” 

Weiner  also  acknowledges  that  the  im¬ 
mersion  program,  in  which  approxi¬ 
mately  half  of  Alvarado’s  students  are  en¬ 
rolled.  faces  .some  challenges  this  year. 

“An  ideal  immersion  model  is  to  have 
two-thirds  of  the  students  in  the  program 
be  Spanish-speaking  and  one-third  be  Eng¬ 
lish-speaking.  We’re  at  about  50-50,  as  our 
Latino  enrollment  has  gone  down  a  bit.” 

So,  in  order  to  better  pitch  the  school 
to  Spanish-speaking  parents,  he  is  at¬ 
tending  a  class  in  conversational  Spanish 
for  adults. 

A  Pop  Quiz 

The  parent-teacher  conferences,  the 
student  assemblies,  the  class  preparation, 
the  mounds  of  paperwork,  all  may  seem 
like  too  much  for  one  person  to  handle, 
but  Weiner  waves  off  the  concerns, 
pauses  a  moment,  then  laughs.  “I’m 
ridiculously  organized.  I  realized  in  my 
first  year  of  teaching,  that  if  1  didn’t  be¬ 


come  organized.  I’d  be  dead.” 

He  points  to  his  desk,  with  just  a  few 
papers  on  it  and  one  open  file.  “This  is  as 
bad  as  I  let  my  desk  get.” 

But  on  this  particular  afternoon,  some¬ 
thing  more  fun  than  filing  happens.  Late 
in  the  day,  fourth-graders  Suzy  Rojas  and 
Orisa  Fonseca,  with  several  of  their 
friends  in  tow,  poke  their  heads  in  the 
door  to  thank  him  for  letting  the  after¬ 
school  kids  in  on  the  ice  cream,  too. 
Weiner  invites  them  all  in  to  chat.  They 
swarm  the  office  and  cheerfully  take 
stock  of  their  new  principal. 

“Is  this  really  your  office?” 

“Who’s  in  this  picture?” 

“Why  do  you  want  to  be  a  principal?*' 

“Are  you  married?” 

“Where’s  your  house?” 

“Can  we  have  a  talent  show  this  year?” 

Weiner  smiles  as  he  answers  their 
questions.  Yes.  this  is  really  his  office.  He 
wants  to  be  a  principal  because  he  likes 
teaching  kids.  He  isn’t  married  and  he 
lives  here  in  Noe  'Valley.  As  for  the  talent 
show,  he  defers  to  the  teacher  in  charge 
of  such  things,  and  if  she  agrees,  he’ll  be 
happy  to  discuss  it. 

Who’s  in  the  picture?  He  tells  them 
those  are  the  kids  in  the  very  first  class  he 
taught.  He  rattles  off  their  names.  The 
girls  are  impressed,  demanding  how  he 
can  remember  all  of  them. 

“Well,  don’t  you  remember  people 
who  are  special  to  you?”  he  asks.  □

Interview  with 
A  Witch 

Noe  Valley  Psychotherapist 
Deborah  Cooper  Tells  How 
She  Believes  in  Magic

Deborah  Cooper,  47,  ha.s  been  a  prac¬ 
ticing  psychotherapist  for  20  years. 
For  the  past  10,  she  has  maintained  an  of¬ 
fice  on  24th  Street.  Yet  this  dedicated  Noe 
Valley  professional  has  a  side  that  few  of 
her  clients  are  aware  of:  Deborah  Cooper 
is  a  witch. 

In  San  Francisco,  a  city  that  celebrates 
its  diversity,  being  a  witch  is  not  that  un¬ 
usual.  But  Cooper  is  a  witch  with  cre¬ 
dentials. 

Last  year,  she  was  featured  in  Modern 
Pagans,  a  compendium  of  interviews 
with  the  leading  lights  in- American  and 
British  paganism  and  witchcraft.  In  1 997, 
she  contributed  to  The  Pagan  Book  of  Liv¬ 
ing  and  Dying,  by  Starhawk,  M.  Macha 
Nightmare,  and  the  Reclaiming  Collec¬ 
tive — a  group  of  “witches”  committed  to 
earth-based  spirituality  and  healing.  Her 
contribution  to  the  book,  a  script  that 
guides  people  on  an  imaginary  journey  to 
the  mythic  Celtic  Isle  of  Apples,  has  been 
recited  at  Reclaiming’s  popular  ritual  the 
Spiral  Dance. 

Cooper’s  connection  with  Starhawk, 
who  is  one  of  the  best-known  names  in 
witchcraft  today,  goes  back  to  their  grad¬ 
uate  student  days  at  Antioch  College 
(where  Cooper  earned  her  master’s  de¬ 
gree  in  psychology). 

As  Coopier  recounts  in  Modern  Pa¬ 
gans,  “Starhawk  was  there,  and  Reclaim¬ 
ing  was  starting.  I  attended  meetings,  a 
Spiral  Dance,  demonstrations,  and  fell  in 
with  a  mad  crowd.  I  started  to  create 
magic  and  mischief,  and  I  joined  a  coven 
with  people  who  are  still  my  friends.” 

Today,  Cooper  is  a  member  of  a  Bay 
Area  coven,  a  group  of  mostly  women 
that  meets  to  celebrate  the  “turning  of  the 
wheel  of  the  year,”  the  solstices  and 
equinoxes,  and  the  festivals  of  Beltane 
[May  Day]  and  Samhain  [Halloween]. 

With  Samhain  (pronounced  “sow-en”) 
fast  approaching.  Cooper  agreed  to  sit 
down  and  talk  with  a  curious  reporter 
about  her  spiritual  tradition  and  practices. 


As  we  basked  in  the  restful  atmosphere 
of  her  sunlit  psychotherapy  office,  with 
its  shelves  of  neatly  organized  toys,  a 
number  of  questions  bubbled  to  the  surface. 

?  ?  f 

Q:  You  sometimes  call  yourself  a  witch, 
but  at  other  times  a  shaman  or  pagan.  Is 
that  because  of  the  misconceptions  some 
people  have  about  witches? 

Cooper:  So  many  people  think  witches 
are  the  archetype  of  the  Wicked  Witch, 
that  we’re  up  to  no  good.  Because  of  the 
witch  burnings,  we’re  associated  with 
evil  and  with  the  devil.  But  it’s  just  not 
true.  Modem  scholars  know  that  the 
women  who  were  bumeji  during  the 
witch  burnings  [from  the  15th  up  to  the 
early  18th  century]  were  actually  healers, 
herbalists,  and  midwives.  It’s  easier  if  I 
just  say  I  am  in  the  shamanic  tradition.  In 
fact,  the  European  shamanic  tradition  is 
witchcraft.  Shamans  are  healers  who 
work  with  natural  forces  and  spirit.  Pa¬ 
gans  are  people  who  worship  nature  and 
see  the  earth  as  alive  and  sacred. 


Q:  Do  witches  have  a  creed  of  some  sort? 
Cooper:  We  have  the  Reclaiming  Prin¬ 
ciples  of  Unity.  These  principles  state  our 
belief  that  “. .  .the  Earth  is  alive,  and  all  of 
life  is  sacred  and  interconnected.  We  see 
the  Goddess  as  immanent  in  the  Earth’s 
cycles  of  birth,  growth,  death,  decay,  and 
regeneration.” 

Q:  What  are  today’s  witches  like? 
Cooper:  Witches  are  a  lot  like  eco-psy- 
chologists,  a  new  field  that  looks  at  how 
the  environment  affects  people.  In  the  sto¬ 
ries  I  hear  of  people’s  lives,  I  pay  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  healing  components  of  nature. 
Was  there  a  place  they  went  to  that  was 
healing?  Where  do  they  go  to  heal?  Also, 
what  kind  of  environment  do  they  live  in? 
Q:  Witches  celebrate  the  earth  and  the 
seasons.  What  specifically  do  you  do? 
Cooper:  At  Samhain,  I’ll  make  an  altar 
with  all  my  ancestors  and  beloved  dead. 
At  the  solstices,  I  go  out  to  the  beach  and 
acknowledge  the  solstice.  I  do  daily 
practices  of  grounding  and  feeling  con¬ 
nected  to  the  earth.  In  the  ’80s,  my  coven. 
Matrix,  was  very  active  in  the  anti-nu¬ 
clear  movement....  Starhawk  and  I  went 
to  jail  for  civil  disobedience. 

Q:  Is  a  coven  supposed  to  be  13  women, 
as  I’ve  heard? 

Cooper:  No,  the  number  13  has  always 
been  a  big  witchy  number  because  there 
are  13  moons  in  a  year.  And  two  of  my 
covens  had  men  in  them.  There  are  more 
and  more  men  getting  involved  in  the 
craft.  I  think  it's  appealing  to  environ¬ 
mental  types. 

Q:  Is  there  a  prescribed  form  to  your  rit¬ 
uals? 

Cooper:  No.  in  the  Reclaiming  tradition 
it’s  so  eclectic  and  innovative  and  cre¬ 
ative.  Usually  when  you  do  a  ritual,  you 
invite  in  the  elements.  How  it  happiens 
can  change,  but  the  elements  are  always 
invited  in  and  honored.  It  could  be  done 
formally,  or  I’ve  seen  someone  just  get  up 
and  flick  a  lighter  [to  invoke  fire]. 
Witches  in  my  tradition  tend  to  use  a  lot 
of  humor.  We  promote  the  imagination 
and  .spontaneity.  We’re  very  playful. 

With  my  coven,  we  do  a  check-in,  then 
we  might  cast  a  circle  and  make  a  sacred 
space,  but  then  anything  can  happen  in  sa¬ 
cred  space.  In  my  women’s  coven,  we  of¬ 
ten  did  beauty  night.  We  did  each  other’s 
nails,  we  did  herbal  facials,  clay  masks. 
No  men  were  in  that  coven,  but  I  think 
they  wanted  to  be! 

We  also  used  to  go  out  occasionally  on 
the  full  moon  and  walk  the  labyrinth  at 
Grace  Cathedral,  But  sometimes  we’d 


just  sit  around  and  make  food  together 
and  light  a  candle  for  someone  who  was 
sick  or  wasn’t  there. 

Q:  You've  told  me  you  don’t  use  “magic” 
in  your  psychotherapy  practice,  that  you 
don't  want  your  clients  to  get  the  wrong 
idea.  But  what  does  magic  mean  to  you? 
Cooper:  My  definition  of  magic  is  the  art 
of  changing  consciousness  at  will,  and 
that,  in  a  way,  makes  therapy  itself  a  mag¬ 
ical  endeavor.  A  lot  of  what  I  do  is  work¬ 
ing  on  making  conscious  what  is  uncon¬ 
scious,  and  on  changing  thought  patterns, 
which  has  its  own  kind  of  magic. 

For  instance,  a  spell  is  a  ritual  that  you 
mindfully  engage  in  to  help  change  your 
external  life.  It’s  like  prayer.  Prayer  is 
magic.  As  witches,  we  don't  call  it  prayer, 
but  we  do  light  a  candle  and  we  invoke. 
We  ask  for  help!  This  goes  along  with  be¬ 
ing  a  therapist.  I  think  that  we  can  be 
helped  to  get  better,  to  be  transformed,  but 
we  have  to  ask.  When  jjeople  call  a  ther¬ 
apist,  they  are  asking  for  change  to  occur. 
Q :  So  does  being  a  witch  help  you  in  your 
practice? 

Cooper:  My  spirituality  informs  my 
work,  as  it  would  anyone....  I’m  not  a 
monotheistic  thinker.  Monotheism  is  be¬ 
lief  in  one  deity,  in  one  God.  As  a  witch, 

I  believe  in  so  many  different  energies, 
spirits,  and  deities  that  1  don’t  have  “one¬ 
way”  thinking.  A  client  comes  in  and  I  try 
to  go  at  it  with  an  open  mind  about  what’s 
going  to  be  reparative  for  that  particular 
jjerson.  We’re  all  so  different  and  we  all 
have  such  different  belief  systems.  It’s  ac¬ 
tually  made  me  really  comfortable  work¬ 
ing  with  people  from  other  spiritual  tra¬ 
ditions. 

Q:  How  does  being  a  witch  help  you  in 
your  everyday  life? 

Cooper:  Gosh,  how  does  it  not  help  me? 
It’s  such  a  deep  feeling  of  connection  to 
this  planet.  And  to  believe  in  magic  is  re¬ 
ally  important  now  that  things  are  so  hard 
in  this  world,  to  actually  have  a  belief  that 
we  can  change  things.  And  as  a  witch,  I 
believe  in  miracles  and  magic.  □

Buyers  Still  Eager 

By  Carrie  M.  Anders 

Noe  Valley’s  home  shopping  mar¬ 
ketplace,  which  is  one  of  the  most 
expensive  in  San  Francisco,  had  10 
well-heeled  customers  in  August.  That’s 
how  many  shoppers  closed  escrow  on 
single-family  homes — at  an  average 
cost  of  nearly  $925,000. 

The  buyers  were  so  eager  to  own  a 
Noe  Valley  address  that  they  paid  an 
average  of  6  percent  more  than  the  orig¬ 
inal  asking  price.  The  August  deals  rep¬ 
resented  a  slight  increase  over  the  eight 
sales  posted  in  August  a  year  ago,  but 
were  five  fewer  than  the  15  homes  sold 
in  July  of  this  year. 

Condominium  sales  were  less  robust. 
Only  two  units  changed  hands  in 
August,  compared  to  five  in  July  and 


eight  in  August  2001.  The  condo  prices 
averaged  $740,000,  and  even  with  less 
competition,  the  two  buyers  paid  10 
percent  more  than  the  asking  price. 

“The  thing  that  surprised  me  was 
how  many  homes  sold  above  asking 
price  in  Noe  Valley,”  said  Randall 
Kostick,  24th  Street  office  manager  at 
Zephyr  Real  Estate,  which  supplied  the 
sales  data. 

“I  know  it  seems  that  things  have 
slowed  down  citywide,  but  Noe  Valley 
is  going  great,”  he  said.  “We’re  just  a 
popular  place  to  be.” 

Two  single-family  homes  sold  for 
more  than  $1  million.  The  most  expen¬ 
sive,  at  $1 .4  million,  was  a  four-bed- 
room,  3-1/2-bath  home  in  the  600  block 
of  28th  Street.  Top-dog  condo  for  the 
month  was  a  two-bedroom,  two-bath 
unit  in  the  4400  block  of  25th  Street 
that  sold  for  $840,000.  □

It  took  a  year  of  fundraising,  a  gener¬ 
ous  landlord  (Noe  Valley  developer  Louise 
Zweben),  and  the  help  of  more  than  50 
volunteers  during  construction  to  launch 
the  Blue  Moon  Gallery.  But  this  neigh¬ 
borhood  arts  center,  which  opened  in  June 
on  Mission  near  19th  Street,  promises  to 
be  worth  the  effort.  “The  San  Francisco 
arts  community  was  devastated  by  the 
dot-com  bubble.  Many  artists  were  forced 
out  of  the  city  becau.se  of  high  rents  and 
a  shrinking  number  of  places  to  show 
their  work,”  says  Paul  Mahder,  Blue 
Moon’s  director.  "We  have  created  a 
space  to  nurture  new  and  emerging  artists 
and,  we  hope,  to  give  them  a  solid  incen¬ 
tive  to  return  to  San  Francisco.” 

Since  Blue  Moon  is  nonprofit,  he  says, 
it  can  offer  its  exhibiting  artists  higher 
commissions  for  their  work  than  many 
commercial  galleries.  Shows  in  the  main 


gallery  change  every  six  weeks,  and  a 
mezzanine  gallery  houses  a  growing  per¬ 
manent  collection.

On  the  world’s  stage,  the  drums  of 
war  reverberate.  Some  of  us  are 
resolute;  others  are  in  despair; 
some  appear  not  to  notice.  But  no  matter 
how  we  feel  in  these  troubled  times,  we 
neighbors  carry  on.  We  take  comfort  in 
ordinary  tasks — feeding  a  friend’s  cat, 
weeding  our  gardens,  walking  to  24th 
Street,  volunteering  at  James  Lick,  creat¬ 
ing  works  of  art,  whipping  up  an  omelet, 
booting  up  our  computers,  or  pulling  out ' 
our  toolboxes  and  getting  to  work.  It’s 
these  day-to-day  actions  that  build  the 
milestones  we  celebrate.  And  we  have 
several  of  those  to  share  this  month.

Clive  and  Maxine  Nisse  had  two 
things  to  celebrate  on  Sept.  7,  2002;  The 
Jewish  holiday  Rosh  Hashanah  and  the 
first  birthday  of  their  daughter  Nadine 
Hannah.  Nadine  weighed  in  a  year  ago 
at  8  pounds,  1 1  ounces,  at  California  Pa¬ 
cific  Medical  Center. 

“We  postponed  Nadine’s  birthday  party 
because  of  the  holiday,  but  I  don’t  think 
she  noticed,”  laughs  Clive  Nisse,  who  in 
addition  to  being  Nadine’s  dad  is  the 
manager  of  Noe  Valley  Bakery  and  Bread 
Company  on  24th  Street.  A  native  of 
London,  Clive  has  been  at  the  bakery  for 
1 V2  years.  He  has  been  in  the  bakery  busi¬ 
ness  for  the  past  15  years,  eight  of  them 
in  San  Francisco.  Mom  Maxine  is  a  rar¬ 
ity:  a  native  San  Franciscan. 

Nisse  finds  that  his  business  has  ad¬ 
vantages  when  it  comes  to  parenting.  “I 
wanted  to  be  a  hands-on  father.  It’s  very 
important  to  me.  I’m  able  to  have  a  career 
and  be  very  active  in  my  child’s  life,  and 
that’s  awesome.  Since  I  start  work  from 
between  5:30  and  6:00  a.m.,  I  can  usually 
leave  between  2:30  and  3:00.  Then  I  have 
the  afternoon  with  my  child.  Being  able 
to  provide  for  her  and  play  with  her  too 


is  so  enriching.  1  get  to  see  all  the  new 
things  she’s  doing,  rather  than  just  hear 
about  them,”  he  says. 

Lately,  little  Nadine  has  been  enjoying 
pulling  open  drawers  and  peeping  inside 
so  much  that  Clive  and  Maxine  have  cre¬ 
ated  a  baby  drawer  in  their  home  kitchen 
that  is  hers  alone  to  open  and  explore.  It 
is  filled  with  safe  plastic  things  to  play  with. 

Nisse’s  business  has  other  advantages 
when  it  comes  to  parenting.  He’s  been 
able  to  ply  his  clientele  for  information. 
“Many  of  my  customers  are  young  fami¬ 
lies.  I  did  a  lot  of  research  on  baby  prod¬ 
ucts  through  them,”  he  says.  “I  asked  them 
questions  about  their  products  and  asked 
whether  they’re  happy  with  things.  I  re¬ 
ally  want  to  thank  them  for  their  interest 
and  for  the  fact  that  they  keep  coming  to 
the  bakery.  One  customer  even  remem¬ 
bered  Nadine’s  birthday.” 

Nisse  is  looking  forward  to  when  Na¬ 
dine  can  sftend  time  with  him  in  the  bak¬ 
ery.  Customers  will  be  able  to  wish  her 
well  in  person,  and  she’ll  be  putting  other 
things  than  (safe)  plastic  toys  in  her 
mouth.  “My  daughter  hasn’t  got  enough 
teeth  yet,  but  at  some  point  she’ll  be  very 
lucky  that  1  work  here,”  Nisse  muses. 

As  far  as  the  future  goes,  world  peace 
is  on  Nisse’s  wish  list,  but  he  says,  “I’ll 
settle  for  a  healthy,  happy  child.  In  this 
day  and  age  when  you  see  families  break¬ 
ing  up  and  other  things  going  on  in  the 
world,  you  just  want  to  do  the  best  you 
can  to  raise  your  kids.”

Twenty-second  Street  resident  Dianne 
Plainer  is  doing  the  best  she  can  to  help 
the  homeless.  Inspired  by  the  more  than 
five  thousand  11-  by- 17-foot  earthquake 
relief  cottages  built  to  house  people  after 
the  1906  earthquake  and  fire,  she  has 
been  quietly  working  in  her  Leese  Street 
studio  (near  Mission),  on  an  installation 
and  video  documentary  called  “Encamp¬ 
ment.”  The  installation  consists  of  bread- 
box-sized  cottages  built  from  cardboard 
signs  that  homeless  people  and  others  in 
need  hold  up  as  they  stand  on  median 
strips  and  street  comers  throughout  the 
city — signs  that  say  things  like  “Trying  to

Nadine  teved  the  triqrcle  she  received  for  her 
first  birthday,  say  her  mom  and  dad,  Maxine 
and  Clive  Nisse.  And  she  undoubtedly  loved 
the  birthday  cake  too  (Clive  is  manager  of 
Noe  Valley  Bakery  on  24th  Street). 

Get  a  Room,”  “Thanks  and  God  Bless,” 
and  “One  Dime  at  a  Time.” 

“I  think  it  is  an  interesting  juxtaposi¬ 
tion  to  bring  the  present  situation  back  to 
a  time  when  we  were  able  to  care  for  a  lot 
of  people  who  needed  shelter,  in  a  city 
that  was  devastated  financially,  emotion¬ 
ally,  in  every  which  way.  If  you  look  at 
images  of  the  city  after  the  1906  earth¬ 
quake,  there  are  just  huge  open  spaces 
covered  with  these  cottages.” 

Mayor  Willie  Brown  thinks  Platner’s 
concept  is  interesting  as  well.  She  visited 
him  on  a  recent  Saturday  because  she 
wanted  to  exhibit  her  work  at  City  Hall.  Ini¬ 
tially  she  was  planning  to  make  enough 
cottages  to  fill  an  1 1 -by- 17-foot  space, 
but  it  looks  like  she’ll  soon  have  enough 
material  for  a  20-by-20-foot  installation. 

“The  dilemma  o^howing  a  piece  like 


that  is  that  the  Arts  Commission  has  no 
floor  space  to  show  on,  and  you  get  your 
work  into  City  Hall  through  the  Arts 
Commission.  So  1  filled  out  an  application 
to  .see  the  mayor.  He  said  he  thought  that 
within  the  year  I  could  get  it  installed  at 
City  Hall.  I  was  hoping  to  get  it  in  there 
before  the  [Nov.  5]  election,  but  he  wasn’t 
going  to  go  there.  He  doesn’t  want  either 
side  to  take  this  exhibit  and  use  it  for  their 
own  political  gain.  He  also  wants  some 
people  to  see  the  work  and  pass  judgment 
on  whether  it’s  art  or  not.  Whether  it’s  the 
Arts  Commission  or  some  other  group,  I 
don’t  know,  but  it’s  great  that  he  wants 
people  to  see  it,”  Plamer  says. 

Platner  is  going  to  incorporate  video 
monitors  into  the  installation.  “When 
you’re  walking  around  the  cottages,  you 
can  pause  and  listen  to  [homeless]  people 
talk  about  their  viewpoints,  their  families, 
their  illnesses,  their  joys.  You’ll  be  able 
to  stop  and  listen  to  what  the  people  I 
work  with  on  the  street  say  when  I  gather 
material  from  them.” 

In  working  on  this  project,  Platner  has 
developed  relationships  with  many  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  given  her  cardboard  signs. 
The  connections  she  has  made  have  led 
to  a  performance  art  collaboration.  As 
Election  Day  draws  near,  she  says,  the 
performance  will  take  place  sporadically 
throughout  the  city.  It  will  involve  street 
comers  and  unusual  signs.  Platner  hopes 
this  piece  of  guerrilla  theater  will  give 
people  a  different  image  of  the  homeless. 
So  keep  your  eyes  open.

Another  thing  to  watch  out  for  is  pho¬ 
tographer  Beverly  Tharp’s  Open  Studios 
exhibit.  You  may  recognize  Tharp’s 
name,  since  she  has  shot  photos  for  the 
Noe  Valley  Voice  for  more  than  a  decade. 

Tharp  has  been  workirfg  on  what  she

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calls  her  Lotus  Project  for  the  past  five 
years.  (The  lotus,  in  this  case,  is  the  white 
water  lily  found  in  tropical  climates.) 

"My  mother's  family  is  from  Hawaii. 
When  she  was  young,  they  used  to  go  to 
the  north  side  of  Oahu  to  visit  relatives. 
They  always  stopped  off  to  see  her  fa¬ 
ther’s  Uncle  Manini.  He  lived  in  Waialua 
near  a  lotus  pond,”  Tharp  says.  “Decades 
later.  Mom  and  Dad  retired  to  the  Sierra 
foothills  here  in  California.  One  day  while 
they  were  away  from  home.  Dad's  cousin 
came,  and  as  a  surprise,  dug  a  pond  on 
their  property.  They  came  back  to  find  this 
huge  body  of  water.  Mom  remembered 
the  lotus  and  planted  some  in  the  pond, 
and  they  flourished,  which  they  don’t  al¬ 
ways  do.  Since  then  neighbors  have  asked 
for  transplants,  but  most  have  failed.” 

Over  many  years  of  visits  to  her  par¬ 
ents,  Tharp’s  interest  in  the  lotus  grew. 
“Every  stage  of  the  plant  is  fascinating: 
the  huge,  deep-green  velvety  leaves  that 
flap  like  elephant  ears  in  the  wind;  the 
flowers — at  first  huge  pink  globules,  then 
white  and  wide  as  a  plate  when  they 
open....  And  the  pods!  After  the  petals 
drop,  the  center  grows  into  a  green  pod 
high  above  the  water.  Eventually,  they 
dry  deep  brown  in  the  winter  and  disap¬ 
pear  to  come  back  in  the  spring.” 

Initially,  Tharp  stayed  on  shore  casu¬ 
ally  photographing  the  lotus  with  a  35mm 
long  lens.  She  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
tiny  images  she  produced.  To  get  closer 
to  the  flowers,  she  got  into  an  old  alu¬ 
minum  boat  her  parents  had  bought  from 
a  neighbor  for  $25.  “Since  I  wanted  sat¬ 
urated  color.  I  had  to  use  slow  film;  this 


meant  long  exposures  on  a  tripod.  Lots  of 
frustration!  Taking  the  camera  into  the 
wobbly  boat  was  scar>'.  Balancing  the  tri¬ 
pod  holding  a  very  heavy  medium-fomiat 
at  weird  angles  as  1  craned  my  neck  to  see 
down  into  the  viewfinder  at  the  reversed 
image  was  arduous.”  she  recalls.  “And 
sometimes  when  1  get  it  all  set  up.  the  sun 
changes  or  the  wind  comes  up  and  the 
boat  drifts  off.  I’ve  tried  anchors,  tying 
up,  all  kinds  of  schemes.  Sometimes 
everything  is  .still,  and  1  sit  waiting  for 
something  to  be  just  right.  Then  1  realize 
my  body,  in  the  same  rigid  ptisition  for  the 
past  15  minutes,  just  can’t  move.  By  that 
time,  the  boat  has  started  leaking,  and  my 
feet  are  a  slosh  in  water.” 

Now.  don’t  you  want  to  see  the  oeuvre 
that  resulted  from  all  that  effort?  Tharp’s 
studio  is  at  345  Prentiss  Street  in  Bernal 
Heights.  It  will  be  open  Oct.  12  and  13, 
from  1 1  a.m.  to  6  p.m. 

«  «  « 

Here’s  something  else  to  keep  an  eye 
out  for:  Dhaia  Tribe,  a  six-member  mul¬ 
ticultural  group  of  artists  who  weave  to¬ 
gether  poetry,  prose,  and  music  from 
around  the  world,  just  received  their  very 
first  grant.  The  Zellerbach  Family  Fund 
gave  them  $2,500  for  use  in  staging  their 
upcoming  show:  “Homelands:  Stories  of 
Immigration,  Arrival,  and  Identity.” 

“It’s  nice  to  have  some  affirmation  of 
our  work.  We  were  very  excited  when  we 
got  it,  so  I  guess  we  weren’t  expiecting  it,” 
says  Pireeni  Sundaralingam.  She,  a  poet 
from  Sri  Lanka,  and  her  husband  Colm 
O’Riain,  a  musician  from  Ireland,  live  in 
the  neighborhood  on  Castro  Street.  They 
comprise  a  third  of  the  group. 

“We’re  going  to  combine  the  myths  of 
our  ancestors  with  more  recent  historical 
documents  and  first-person  accounts  of 
immigration.  The  money  will  go  in  part 
to  cover  our  archival  research.  We’re  also 
hoping  to  do  a  series  of  projected  visual

images  as  a  backdrop  to  our  poetry  per¬ 
formance.  Some  of  the  money  will  go  to¬ 
wards  actually  constructing  those  im¬ 
ages,”  says  Sundaralingam. 

The  location  and  dates  of  the  show  are 
as  yet  undetermined.  The  group  also  has 
periodic,  creative  salons  open  to  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  community.  The  next  one  is 
tentatively  scheduled  for  Sunday,  Oct.  1 3, 
from  4  to  6  p.m.  For  up-to-the-minute  de¬ 
tails  on  both  their  upcoming  show  and 
their  creative  salons  visit  www.dhaia- 
trihe.org.

For  up-to-the-minute,  impressively 
improving  test  scores  you  might  want  to 
log  on  to  www.edisonaction.org.  It’s  the 
web  site  for  Edison  Charter  Academy, 
at  Dolores  and  23rd  streets.  The  students’ 
latest  scores  are  the  highest  in  the  school’s 
history.  Some  grades  even  doubled  their 
scores  over  the  previous  year. 

“I  have  four  children  at  the  school  in 
kindergarten,  second,  third,  and  fourth 
grades.  I  can’t  even  begin  to  tell  you  how 
thrilled  I  am,”  says  Laura  Baker,  who,  in 
addition  to  taking  care  of  her  brood,  vol¬ 
unteers  in  the  school’s  library.  “It’s  just 
really  rewarding  to  see  how  much  change 
it’s  made  to  be  able  to  become  focused 
and  just  really  concentrate  on  learning. 
The  thing  that  gets  missed  more  than  any¬ 
thing  with  regard  to  Edison  is  that  there’s 
never  been  a  discussion  about  how  fine 
the  design  is.  The  only  thing  you  hear  is 
the  catch  phrase,  ‘It’s  a  for-profit  school.  ’ 
We  always  have  to  talk  about  everything 
except  what  it  is  that  makes  us  have  the 
highest  parent  satisfaction  rating.  It’s  be¬ 
cause  of  the  design.  It’s  phenomenal.” 

Baker  says  the  “Success  for  All”  read¬ 
ing  program,  which  groups  children  by 
reading  ability  rather  than  by  grade  level 
for  an  hour  and  a  half  each  day,  is  a  very 
strong  part  of  the  school.  It  makes  sure 
each  child  gets  the  help  he  or  she  needs 
to  master  material  before  moving  up  to 


the  next  level.  An  expanded  curriculum, 
where  math,  social  studies,  science,  and 
language  arts  are  all  taught  by  homeroom 
teachers  and  where  specialists  come  in  to 
teach  music,  art,  physical  education,  and 
Spanish,  is  also  key.  Arid  Baker  finds  the 
cooperation  among  homeroom  teachers 
creates  a  real  sense  of  community. 

“One  teacher  will  do  a  science  plan, 
and  another  will  do  social  studies.  Then 
they’ll  teach  their  lesson  to  their  own 
class  and  to  the  other  teacher’s  class.  This 
allows  them  to  do  more  teaching  and  less 
planning.  And  because  my  kids  don’t  just 
have  a  single  teacher  they  relate  to,  they 
know  they’re  accountable.  More  teachers 
"know  the  children’s  personalities  and  be¬ 
havior,  and  it  makes  them  much  more 
able  to  deal  with  situations  that  arise  and 
help  keep  kids  on  track,”  says  Baker.

She 
is  on  the  theater’s  administrative  board  as 
well,  and  is  working  to  get  grants  to  make 
the  group  more  self-sufficient. 

The  expenses  of  producing  a  play  at 
Bethany,  she  explains,  include  royalties 
owed  to  the  playwright  and  composer, 
stipends  paid  to  the  director  and  chore¬ 
ographer,  rental  of  lighting  equipment, 
and  the  purcha.se  of  costumes,  props,  and 
sets.  Some  of  the  money  is  made  back 
through  ticket  sales,  selling  advertising 
space  in  the  programs,  and  fundraising. 
The  church  supports  the  theatrical  enter 
prise  by  helping  with  publicity  and  al¬ 
lowing  the  group  rent-free  rehearsal  space 

Lehrack  and  Lennox  say  they  are  very 
pleased  to  havq  Bethany  Church  as  theii 
stage.  The  acoustics  are  good,  and  the  size 
is  adequate,  seating  about  250.  Chal¬ 
lenges  include  the  huge  pipe  organ  in  the 
sanctuary,  the  pews  not  facing  the  stage 
directly,  and  the  small  size  of  the  stage 
(“We  can’t  do  Hello,  Dolly!  yet T  Lehrack 
laughs). 

TTie  lack  of  parking  around  Clippierand 
Sanchez  streets  is  another  slight  draw¬ 
back — but  not  for  Noe  Valley  residents, 
Lehrack  points  out. 

“Here  you  have  a  chance  to  just  walk 
out  your  door  and  come  down  and  .see 
great  musical  theater,”  he  says. 

In  a  few  years,  the  company  hopes  to 
occupy  a  rebuilt  church  and  community 
center  where  Market,  16th,  and  Noe 
streets  come  together  (see  last  month’s 
Voice  story,  “Bethany  to  Leave  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  for  the  Castro”).  Coincidentally,  that 
location  was  home  many  years  ago  to  the 
Eureka  Theater. 

And  Lehrack  hopes  the  nonprofit  the¬ 
ater  company  will  at  long  last  break  even. 
“I  have  not  paid  myself  yet,  as  musical  di¬ 
rector,  and  that  is  also  a  goal!”  □ 


Musical  Theater 
Starting  Here, 
Starting  Now

Have  you  ever  wished  Noe  Valley  had 
a  community  theater,  the  kind 
where  you  could  see  shows  like  Hello, 
Dolly!  and  Guys  and  Dolls? 

Well,  there’s  a  band  of  theater  lovers 
that  has  been  trying  to  fulfill  that  wish  for 
the  past  year.  The  Bethany  Theatre  Proj¬ 
ect,  so  named  because  the  plays  are  per¬ 
formed  in  the  sanctuary  of  Bethany 
Church  on  Sanchez  Street,  was  founded 
by  Castro  area  resident  John  Lehrack. 
Lehrack  has  experience  directing  musi¬ 
cals,  and  is  also  director  of  arts  and  cele¬ 
bration  at  Bethany  United  Methodist 
Church.  He  is  musical  director  and  heads 
up  the  nine-member  board  for  the 
Bethany  Theatre  Project. 

“This  had  been  a  pet  project  of  mine  for 
a  while,  bringing  community  theater  to 
the  city.  Believe  it  or  not,  there’s  nothing 
like  this  in  San  Francisco —  there’s  no 
other  company  doing  community  theater, 
where  you  don’t  have  to  be  professional 
actors,”  says  Lehrack. 

Another  theater  fan  and  one  of  Lehrack ’s 
chief  collaborators  is  Lisa  Lennox,  an  ac¬ 
tor  and  director  whom  Lehrack  met  while 
working  at  Peninsula  Youth  Theatre  in 
Palo  Alto.  (Lennox  lives  in  the  Sunset.) 

Last  fall,  Lehrack  and  Lennox 
launched  Bethany’s  first  season  with  a 
musical  comedy  called  Nuncrackers, 
about  an  inept  group  of  nuns  trying  to  put 
on  a  Christmas  concert.  Lennox  directed 
and  was  in  the  cast.  “We  got  to  wear 
habits — it  was  fun!”  she  recalls. 

Next  came  the  musical  Godspell,  a 
1971  rock  opera  about  the  life  of  Jesus. 


“This  was  perfect  to  do  in  a  church,  and 
the  cast  was  amazing,”  Lehrack  notes. 

Then  in  July,  Lennox  directed  the  non¬ 
musical  Oleanna,  David  Mamet’s 
‘thought-provoking  play  “about  how  peo¬ 
ple  perceive  each  other’s  actions  through 
their  own  ‘screens.’” 

This  month  (Oct.  18-20  and  25-27), 
the  Bethany  Theatre  Project  will  be  re¬ 
turning  to  musical  theater  with  Starting 
Here,  Starting  Now,  a  musical  revue 
about  the  joys  and  sorrows  of  falling  in 
love.  Darren  Hochstedler  and  Shane  Ray 
will  direct,  and  the  show’s  stars  will  in¬ 
clude  singer-actors  Benjamin  Atal, 
Melissa  Menzie,  Lisa  Nelson,  and  Knuti 
Vanhoven.  “Shane,  who  will  perform  as 
well  as  direct,  has  toured  nationally,  and 
Darren  has  won  awards  in  Hawaii.  The 
entire  cast  is  really  good,”  says  Lehrack. 

After  Starting  Here,  Lehrack  plans  to 
stage  A  funny  Thing  Happened  on  the 


Way  to  the  Forum,  a  musical  comedy  that 
should  burst  the  buttons  of  Bethany  au¬ 
diences.  Auditions  for  that  show — ap¬ 
proximately  20  roles  will  be  available — 
will  begin  in  December.  Forum  will  be  di¬ 
rected  by  Dexter  Fidler,  with  musical  di¬ 
rection  by  Lehrack  and  choreography  by 
Dean  Loumbas,  who  also  choreographed 
Godspell. 

So  far,  says  Lehrack,  “the  quality  of  all 
the  shows  has  been  terrific.” 

lehrack,  37,  is  a  trained  concert  pi¬ 
anist,  choral  director,  and  voice  teacher 
who  holds  a  master’s  degree  in  music 
from  the  University  of  Hawaii.  He  moved 
to  San  Francisco  seven  years  ago. 

Lehrack  says  he  has  “loved  theater” 
since  he  was  a  child  and  always  felt  drawn 
to  community  theater,  the  kind  that  wel¬ 
comes  all  comers,  not  just  paid  actors  and 
crew.  The  Bethany  Theatre  Project  is  non¬ 
equity  and  welcomes  volunteers,  he  says, 
those  who  can  sell  tickets  or  help  with 
props,  wardrobe,  sets,  and  publicity.  Oth¬ 
ers  may  participate  by  stage-managing, 
playing  in  the  band,  or  doing  small  parts. 
Auditions  are  open  to  all. 

That  doesn’t  mean,  however,  that  the 
plays  are  amateurish.  “We  don’t  want 
people  to  come  and  say,  ‘Oh,  isn’t  that 
cute?”’  says  Lehrack.  “We  want  to  put  on 
the  best  performances  we  can,  so  we 
work  the  actors  hard  but  try  to  make  it  fun 
at  the  same  time.” 

Lehrack  says  for  him,  directing  musi¬ 
cals  is  “a  lot  more  fun  than  sitting  down 
and  playing  a  Chopin  etude,  although  I 
like  that,  too.  You  work  on  a  play  for  two 
months,  you’re  really  proud  of  the  results, 
and  then  you  get  to  start  over  again,  meet 
new  people,  and  learn  different  music.” 

Lennox,  28,  shares  LehraCk’s  love  of 
theater,  having  graduated  from  Michigan 
State  with  a  B.A.  in  acting  and  directing. 
She  moved  to  San  Francisco  in  1997  and 
has  since  directed  for  several  theater  com¬ 
panies  besides  Bethany. 

“I  love  telling  the  whole  story,”  she 
says.  “It’s  so  much  bigger  than  just  being 
a  single  actor.  I  love  working  with  the  ac¬ 
tors,  the  set  designer,  lighting,  costumes.

Artists  Open 
Their  Studios  in 
Record  Numbers

Children  have  to  wait  until  Halloween 
to  ring  doorbells  and  receive  some¬ 
thing  sweet.  But  art  lovers  of  all  ages  can 
knock  on  doors  each  weekend  in  October 
and  be  welcomed  to  a  feast  of  creative  de¬ 
lights.  How  can  that  be?  you  ask.  It’s  the 
annual  San  Francisco  Open  Studios,  now 
in  its  27th  year.  This  time  around,  Noe 
Valley  artists  will  unveil  their  work  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday,  Oct.  12  and  13. 

A  week  before  the  2002  Open  Studios 
entry  deadline,  a  record  820  artists  from 
around  the  city  had  already  signed  up,  and 
more  than  30  of  the  participating  artists 
live  or  work  in  Noe  Valley.  Art  on  view 
will  run  the  gamut  from  painting,  print¬ 
making,  sculpture,  mixed-media,  glass, 
and  photography,  to  ceramics,  jewelry, 
and  even  handmade  furniture. 

Open  Studios  is  a  great  opportunity  to 
just  indulge  your  senses,  but  if  you  fall  in 
love  with  an  exquisite  work  by  an  undis¬ 
covered  master,  you  can  purchase  your 
prize  right  on  the  spot. 

From  1969  to  1982, 21st  Street  resident 
Bill  Burke  made  pottery  and  sold  his  wares 
at  street  fairs.  “Those  were  the  years 
when  the  street  fairs  were  a  very  viable 
marketplace  for  crafts.  In  ’82, 1  went  into 
other  things.  I  eventually  became  a  dot¬ 
com ’er.  Even  more  eventually  I  became 
a  failed  dot-com ’er,”  he  laughs. 

In  1999,  Burke  returned  to  his  studio, 
where  he  started  creating  sculptures  that 
are  loosely  based  on  functional  forms.  “I 
do  wheel-thrown  work  and  then  alter  the 
form  by  paddling  and  by  adding  slabs  to 
build  a  unique  form  that  looks  like  it 
might  be  a  box,  bowl,  or  bottle.  I  also  do 
slab  and  coil  building.  This  is  my  first  go 
with  Open  Studios.  I’m  hoping  to  move 
pots  out  of  my  house  and  studio  to  create 
a  little  space  for  me  and  the  cat.” 

Another  first-time  participant  in  Open 
Studios  is  Alvarado  Street  resident  Rena 
Buchgraber,  who  moved  here  three  years 
ago  from  Germany  after  she  won  a  green  ' 
card  in  a  lottery.  Buchgraber’s  day  job  is 
in  graphic  design,  but  her  passion  since 
she  was  a  teenager  has  been  photography. 

A  seasoned  world  traveler,  she  has  taken 
photos  in  such  exotic  places  as  a  banana 
plantation  in  Costa  Rica,  a  cigar  factory 
in  Cuba,  and  a  meat  market  in  Hong  Kong. 
“I’m  not  so  much  trying  to  document  these 
places  as  to  show  the  inherent  beauty  in 
often  overlooked  details.  I  choose  canvas 
as  an  output  medium.  Then  I  mount  and 
finish  it  to  enhance  the  painterly  effect  of 
my  color  images,”  she  says. 

Longtime  neighborhood  artists  are  also 
well  represented.  Sanchez  Street  residents 
Jenny  Badger  Sultan  and  her  husband 
Henry  Sultan  have  been  frequent  partici¬ 
pants  in  Open  Studios  for  the  past  20 
years.  They  both  do  drawing,  painting, 
and  mixed-media  work.  They  have  also 
both  used  a  recent  trip  to  Nepal  for  inspi¬ 
ration,  though  Jenny  is  quick  to  point  out 


that  their  styles  are  different.  “The  work 
1  have  right  now  is  quite  varied.  Some  of 
it  comes  from  mythological  sources, 
some  from  dreams,  and  some  of  it  from 
trying  to  symbolize  inner  experiences. 
Most  of  my  work  is  in  acrylic.  Henry  did 
one  piece  that  sums  up  the  situation  of  an 
artist  finishing  graduate  school  and  then 
going  out  into  the  world  and  basically  be¬ 
ing  met  with  no  place  to  earn  one’s  living 
as  an  artist,  but  it’s  very  humorous.  He’s 
been  incorporating  some  three-dimensional 
aspects  into  his  paintings  as  well,”  she  notes. 

Sultan  echoes  the  sentiments  of  many 
other  artists  when  she  says,“Neither  of  us 
is  associated  with  a  gallery,  and  we  have 
found  that  whole  realm  to  be  a  difficult 
one.  So  the  fact  that  Open  Studios  exists 
as  a  way  to  show  one’s  current  work  has 
been  wonderful.  There’s  nothing  else  like 
it.  We  don’t  really  view  it  as  an  economic 
thing.  A  lot  of  our  work  is  big  and  ex¬ 
pensive.  Selling  is  not  the  main  issue.  The 
point  for  us  is  to  have  the  current  work 
there  for  people  to  see,  and  that’s  great!” 

Last  year,  artists  did  group  shows  dur¬ 
ing  Open  Studios  at  Terra  Mia  ceramics 
studio  on  Castro  Street  and  at  Noe  Art 
Space  on  23rd  Street.  They  were  so  suc¬ 
cessful  that  both  locations  will  have  a 
bevy  of  artists  displaying  their  work  again 
this  year. 

And  now  the  Open  Studios  group  show 
has  caught  on  at  On  Lok’s  30th  Street  Se¬ 
nior  Center.  “If  you  think  you’re  going  to 
see  some  doddering  old  arts  and  crafts, 
you’re  in  for  a  big  surprise,”  says  Mari¬ 
anne  Hampton,  a  volunteer  art  teacher 
who  is  curating  the  On  Lok  show.  It  in¬ 
cludes  Hampton’s  work  as  well  as  that  of 
six  other  artists,  all  of  whom  take  art 
classes  at  the  center.  Some  just  began  cre¬ 
ating  art  in  their  golden  years,  but  others 
have  been  artists  throughout  their  lives. 

“I  wish  my  paintings  could  set  an  ex¬ 
ample  for  others.  1  never  knew  I  could 
paint,”  says  Francisco  "Paco”  Alvarado, 
who  paints  landscapes  and  portraits  in¬ 
spired  by  his  native  El  Salvador.  "It  has 
brought  me  so  much  satisfaction.  And  be¬ 
ing  in  an  art  show  is  a  whole  new  dimen¬ 
sion.  It’s  exciting  that  people  will  come 


and  see  our  work.  Perhaps  it  will  bring  us 
some  recognition;  perhaps  it  will  be  only 
a  project.  Maybe  I  can  even  sell  some  of 
my  paintings,”  he  says. 

The  map  and  list  of  neighborhood 
artists  on  this  page,  and  a  good  pair  of 
walking  shoes,  are  all  you  need  to  get 
started  on  this  free  treasure  hunt.  In  addi¬

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Pietro  Fonda: 

A  Shoemaker 
Whose  Footing 
Is  Strong  on 
Outer  Church

After  24  years  at  the  same  location  on 
Church  Street,  shoemaker  Pietro 
Fonda  has  moved — that  is,  if  you  count 
moving  across  the  street.  But  his  new  store 
has  the  feel  of  a  fresh  start,  in  a  newly 
created  store  space  that  was  once  part  of 
Omega  TV  Repair,  at  1787  Church  Street. 

Fonda’s  shop  is  freshly  painted,  boasts 
a  broad  wood  counter  and  a  large  display 
window,  and  is  three  times  the  size  of  his 
old  shop.  The  new  space  also  creates 
more  elbow  room  for  Fonda’s  business 
partner,  Suzanne  George,  who  has 
worked  as  a  cu.stom  shoe  designer  along¬ 
side  Fonda  for  three  years. 

Pietro  Fonda  (who  often  goes  by  his 
equally  glamorous  name  Peter  Fonda)  has 
been  a  quiet  part  of  the  Upper  Noe  neigh¬ 
borhood  since  the  1960s,  when  he  moved 
his  growing  family  to  Randall  Street.  In 
1978,  when  the  rent  on  his  Fillmore  Street 
shop  tripled,  his  son  Fluvio  noticed  a 
“For  Rent’’  sign  in  a  small  shop  window 
on  Church  Street  near  Day,  next  door  to 
a  beauty  salon.  Fonda  immediately 
packed  up  and  carted  his  business  to  1 752 
Church  Street,  calling  it,  simply,  Fonda’s 
Custom  Orthopedic  Shoes. 

Childhood  Injury  Leads  to  Career 

Fonda,  78,  has  been  working  with 
shoes  since  he  was  13.  While  growing  up 
in  Pirano,  a  small  town  in  northern  Italy 
that  is  now  a  part  of  Yugoslavia,  he  suf¬ 
fered  a  compound  fracture  in  his  left  an¬ 
kle.  The  break  healed  badly,  leaving  one 
leg  slightly  shorter  than  the  other,  mak¬ 
ing  it  painful  for  Fonda  to  stand. 

“My  mother  decided  I  needed  to  leam 
a  trade  where  1  could  sit  down  all  day,  and 
so  she  sent  me  to  the  village  shoemaker. 
Well,  here  I  am!”  smiles  Fonda,  gestur¬ 
ing  to  the  well-worn  stool  he’s  sitting  on. 

He  emigrated  with  his  wife  and  chil¬ 
dren  to  the  U.S.  in  1957,  when  his  village 
came  under  Communist  control. 

“The  Catholic  Association  paid  to  move 
me  and  my  wife  and  children  and  found 
me  a  job  repairing  shoes  in  New  Orleans,” 
Fonda  relates.  But  the  six-day-a-week, 
nine-hour-a-day  job  was  gmeling.  “I  heard 
the  pay  was  better  in  San  Francisco,  so  I 
saved  up  a  hundred  and  fifty  dollars — • 
fifty  for  the  bus  trip,  a  hundred  to  live  one 
week,  and  another  fifty  for  the  trip  back 
if  I  didn’t  find  anything.” 

Luckily,  he  found  work  at  Gerlach’s 
Shoe  Clinic,  where  he  learned  how  to 


work  at  6  a.m.  each  day,  then  pedals  home 
in  the  early  afternoon.  “I  drove  to  work 
ttxlay,  and  now  1  wish  I  hadn’t,"  he  laughs. 
“It  took  so  long  to  park!” 

As  for  the  reasons  behind  his  recent 
move,  Fonda  says  he  had  an  amicable  re¬ 
lationship  with  his  former  landlord  but  his 
lease  had  been  changed  to  month-to- 
month  and  he’d  also  heard  rumors  that  the 
building  was  up  for  sale.  Besides,  he  and 
George  needed  the  extra  space  they  saw 
in  the  storefront  across  the  street,  a  few 
doors  down  from  Cafd  XO. 

What  Fonda  didn’t  expect,  though,  was 
the  warm  reception  he’d  receive  from  his 
new  landlords.  Steve  Sarabalis  and 
Archie  Occhipinti. 

“They  have  been  a  renter’s  dream,”  he 
says.  “They  were  generous  with  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  lease,  made  sure  we  got 
what  we  needed  during  the  renovations, 
and  they  still  come  in  to  check  on  us.” 

Fonda  says  the  two  often  stop  by  mid- 
moming  and  sit  on  his  couch  and  chat  a 
bit.  ’’The  other  day  one  of  them  said  to 
me,  ’We’re  happy  if  you’re  happy.’” 

A  Happy  Addition  to  the  Business 

One  of  the  nicer  elements  of  Fonda’s 
new  store  is  a  big  picture  window,  which 
can  be  used  to  display  Fonda’s  work.  The 
window  also  provides  space  to  show  off 
Suzanne  George’s  custom-designed  shoes. 

“I  design  for  the  hard-to-fit  foot,”  says 
George,  “for  people  whose  feet  fall  out¬ 
side  Peter’s  specialty,  in  girth  or  size.” 
Her  clients  are  also  people  who  for  years 
have  been  wearing  shoes  that  were  wrong 
for  their  feet  and  now  have  problems  such 
as  hammertoes  or  bunions. 

George  has  been  in  the  shoe  business 
for  10  years,  having  received  her  training 
at  the  London  School  of  Fashion. 

“I  came  back  to  San  Francisco  and 
looked  up  shoemakers  and  came  here  to 
introduce  myself  to  Peter.”  says  George. 
A  few  months  later,  she  and  Fonda  were 
sharing  his  liny  space. 

TTiese  days,  Fonda  often  jokes  about 
George  taking  over  his  job,  “if  1  should 
ever  retire.”  But  George  demurs,  insisting 
that  Fonda  has  a  special  gift. 

“Peter  has  a  knack  for  understanding 
what  people  will  need,  right  as  they  walk 
in  the  door.  He  has  a  way  of  figuring  out 
how  to  help  anybody.” 

Fonda,  she  adds,  is  also  a  true  artist, 
who  has  preserved  a  tiny  piece  of  Noe 
Valley  in  a  way  that  would  make  his  Ital¬ 
ian  shoemaker  mentor  proud.  George 
fxrints  to  a  foot  carved  out  of  wood,  which 
sits  in  the  window  of  the  new  shop. 

Then  Fonda  laughs  and  tells  the  story  : 
‘‘This  is  from  the  tree  that  used  to  be  out 
in  front  of  1752  Church.  It  was  cracking 
the  sidewalk  badly  in  1984,  and  the  city 
came  to  chop  it  down.  1  liked  how  strong 
and  light  the  w  ixxl  was.  so  1  asked  for  part 
of  the  trunk.  I  made  a  mold  of  my  left  fcxii 
out  of  it,  just  for  fun!”  Q

make  o’rthopedic  shoes.  After  10  years  at 
Gerlach’s,  he  struck  out  on  his  own. 

Fonda  has  specialized  in  orthopedic 
work  ever  since,  and  only  repairs  the 
shoes  he  makes  himself. 

Sandals  for  a  Saint 

Fonda  made  an  exception  on  one  oc¬ 
casion,  however,  on  the  day  in  1995  when 
Nobel  Peace  Prize-winner  Mother  Teresa 
came  to  San  Francisco  to  visit  her  Mis¬ 
sionaries  of  Charity  at  St.  Paul’s.  As  a  gift 
to  her,  Fonda  worked  through  the  night  to 
repair  her  badly  worn  sandals. 

“They  were  sandals  she’d  found  in  a 
dumpster  in  Calcutta,  India.  She  had  been 
wearing  them  for  10  years.  1  saw  evidence 
of  patch  jobs  done  all  over  the  world,  and 
had  to  remove  them  all  and  start  over.” 

Fonda  says  he  loved  that  job  and  was 
asked  to  save  the  patches  so  they  could 
become  holy  relics.  (Mother Teresa,  who 
died  in  1997,  has  been  nominated  for 
sainthood  in  the  Catholic  Church.) 

Now,  he  spends  his  time  crafting  shoes 
for  those  who  may  have  missing  toes, 
muscle  weakness  from  polio,  numbness 
from  diabetes,  or  an  arthritic  or  other 
physical  condition  that  makes  commer¬ 
cial  shoes  impossible  tq  wear. 

Fonda  charges  from  $700  to  $800  per 


pair,  and  that  includes  everything  from 
measuring  the  feet  to  making  a  mold 
model  to  building  the  shoe.  The  shoe 
crafting  process  involves  cutting  the  top 
of  the  shoe  from  leather  and  the  sole  from 
rubber,  and  then  attaching  a  thin  rubber 
string  called  a  “welt”  to  the  sole,  either  by 
stitching  or  using  sptecial  glue.  TTie  la.st 
step  for  Fonda  is  to  stitch  or  glue  the 
leather  “upper”  to  the  sole. 

“For  some  shoes,  like  this  hunting 
boot,  1  stitch  everything  and  glue,  be¬ 
cause  it  will  get  wet,”  he  says.  “But  for  a 
dress  shoe,  maybe  I  just  glue  the  sole, 
then  stitch  the  upper  on.” 

Fonda  gestures  to  a  small  Victorian 
child’s  shoe,  which  appears  to  have  been 
put  together  entirely  with  tiny  nails.  “Poor 
children.  See  what  they  had  to  wear  then?” 

Except  for  listing  his  name  in  the  phone 
book,  Fonda  does  not  adverti.se,  but  then 
he  doesn’t  need  to.  Customers  from  all 
over  the  world  have  been  finding  his  lit¬ 
tle  shop  on  Church  Street  for  24  years. 


Keeping  a  Toehold  in  Noe  Valley 


A  devout  Catholic,  Fonda  sent  all  four 
of  his  children,  Aldo,  Fulvio.  Massimo, 
and  Angela,  to  St.  Paul’s  schtwis  during 
the  ’60s  and  ’70s.  He  and  his  family  lived 
on  Randall  until  1968,  when  he  bought  a 
home  on  Silver  Avenue,  where  he  and  his 
wife  Eleonora  still  live. 

When  a.sked  if  anything  has  changed  in 
Noe  Valley  since  the  '70s,  Fonda  doesn't 
hesitate.  “Padting,”  he  says. 

To  avoid  the  stress,  Fonda  bicycles  to

The  Brown 
Shingled  House 

Editor’s  Note:  In  this  essay  originally 
published  in  the  March  1990  Voice, 
Florence  Holub  describes  how  she  and 
her  husband  Leo  purchased  their  home 
on  2 1  St  Street,  which  had  been  built 
shortly  after  the  1906  earthquake. 

We  live  in  a  brown  shingled 
house  perched  high  on  a 
quiet  street  on  one  of  Noe 
Valley’s  hills,  with  a  breathtaking  view 
of  downtown  San  Francisco  and  the 
Bay.  We  were  fortunate  enough  to  stum¬ 
ble  upon  it  in  1956,  just  when  our  small 
rented  cottage  was  bulging  at  the  seams. 
Out  on  a  Sunday  excursion,  we  first 
noticed  the  house  because  of  the  large 
“For  Sale”  sign,  and  since  it  looked 
roomy  enough  for  our  growing  family, 
we  set  out  in  hot  pursuit. 

The  realtor  handling  the  property 
showed  us  through  at  the  same  time  that 
another  couple  was  intently  examining 
every  detail  of  the  spotless  old  abode, 
which  came  with  a  beautifully  land¬ 
scaped  garden,  terraced  and  partially 
contained  by  decaying  wooden  retain¬ 
ing  walls.  It  was  a  “fixer-upper,”  but  in 
spite  of  the  imperfections,  for  us  it  was

On-line  a  few  days  after  our 
printed  issue  hits  the  streets 


a  ca.se  of  love  at  first  sight.  We  put 
down  a  deposit  to  hold  it,  but  we  also 
learned  that  the  house  would  not  be 
immediately  available  becau.se  the 
elderly  owner  had  died  intestate  (with¬ 
out  a  will).  The  entire  estate  had  to  go 
through  probate  court  before  the  hou.se 
could  be  sold. 

We  waited  impatiently  for  three 
months  while  the  lovely  garden  wilted, 
until  the  hearing  was  finally  scheduled. 

On  that  momentous  day,  my 
husband  Leo,  his  mother,  and  1  sat  in 
court  waiting,  with  .some  anxiety, 
because  the  same  young  couple  who 
had  inspected  the  hou.se  on  the  day  we 
did  was  also  there. 

The  realtor  had  urged  us  not  to  let  the 
bidding  get  out  of  hand,  so  when  the 
starting  price  was  announced,  the  other 
couple  raised  it  by  $25.  Leo  followed 
by  staunchly  raising  it  $100.  The 
slightly  shaken  lady  again  raised  it 
$25,  and  Leo  quickly  countered  with 
another  hundred. 

The  chamber  grew  silent  with  tension 
as  the  fervent  bidding  spiraled  upward — 
her  $25  raises  to  Leo’s  $100s,  until  it 
passed  far  beyond  what  I  thought  was 


our  absolute  limit.  At  this  point,  the 
lady  succumbed  and  slowly  sat  down.  I 
was  staggered  by  the  amount  of  addi¬ 
tional  cash  we  were  committed  to  come 
up  with,  and  which  we  didn’t  have,  until 
Leo’s  mother  shot  me  a  smile  that 
telegraphed  a  windfall — she  would 
cover  for  us!  At  just  under  $10,000,  the 
final  price  tag  wasn’t  exactly  a  bargain 
(for  those  days),  but  we  were  ecstatic. 
The  house  was  truly  ours. 

There  was  a  special  air  about  the 
place  from  the  beginning,  one  of 
warmth  and  unpretentiousness  that  still 
prevails.  Perhaps  this  was  given  to  the

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house  by  the  Fishers,  the  family  who 
built  it. 

The  Fisher  family,  who  were 
African-American,  bought  the  lot  on 
21. St  Street  (then  unpaved)  and  in  1907 
built  a  new  home  for  themselves  just 
after  and  becau.se  of  the  1906  earth¬ 
quake  and  fire.  Here  they  lived  until  the 
six  children  grew  up  and  left,  and  until 
the  mother’s  and  then  the  father’s  long 
lives  ended. 

In  the  years  that  followed,  we  learned 
about  the  Fishers  from  their  good  neigh¬ 
bor  and  ours,  Helen  Hughes  Helfrich. 
She  told  us  that  Mr.  Fisher  had  worked 
at  two  jobs  in  order  to  raise  and  educate 
their  children,  and  that  they  all  had 
received  fine  schooling. 

Elizabeth  Fisher,  the  oldest  daughter, 
married  a  University  of  California  star 
athlete,  Walter  Gordon — the  first  black 
All-American  football  player  and  a  bril¬ 
liant  lawyer  who  in  1955  was  appointed 
governor  of  the  Virgin  Islands  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Eisenhower.  We  even  saw  them 
once  on  television.  Elizabeth  was  wear¬ 
ing  a  long  white  formal  gown  and  gra¬ 
ciously  moving  about  at  the  inaugural 
ball  in  Washington,  D.C.  Becau.se  she 
had  at  one  time  dropped  in  on  us  when 
she  was  visiting  the  old  neighborhood, 
we  felt  we  knew  her  and  were  proud. 

Mr.  Fisher  had  been  a  deacon  in  his 
church,  and  every  Sunday  he  attended 
services  wearing  a  small  pink  Cecile 
Brunner  rose  in  his  lapel — a  rose  from  a 
bush  that  still  blooms  profusely  in  our 
garden.  From  the  first  time  we  saw  the 
garden,  we  knew  Mr.  Fisher  had  tended 
it  with  loving  care.  He  had  filled  it  with 
small  flowers  of  every  shape  and 
color — masses  of  pielargonium  and 
clumps  of  daisies,  roses,  peonies,  and 
daphne — as  well  as  fruit  trees  and 
green  shrubs  bordering  the  property 
line.  These  plantings  have  grown  tall  in 
the  last  30  years,  giving  a  feeling  of 
infinite  greenery,  like  having  the  coun¬ 
try  in  the  middle  of  the  city.  But 
whereas  Mr.  Fisher’s  garden  had  an 
English  ordered  quality,  ours  is  wild 
and  overgrown.  We  call  it  Darwin’s  gar¬ 
den,  for  the  survival  of  the  fittest! 


There  were  a  few  objects  left  in 
the  house  when  we  bought  it, 
items  that  we  have  become 
attached  to — a  painting  of  a  sleeping 
infant,  a  rocking  chair  of  carved  oak 
that  once  had  a  cane  seat  (now  replaced 
with  a  padded  red  velvet  disk,  but  still 
in  good  rocking  order),  and  some  words 
of  wisdom,  scripted  and  hand-deco¬ 
rated.  that  hang  framed  in  our  hallway:

This  house  was  constructed  before 
strict  building  codes  came  into  being,  so 
it  was  built  on  a  shallow  brick  founda¬ 
tion.  We  always  knew  that  it  was  rather 
insecure,  because  when  our  little  dog 
ran  across  the  living  room,  the  whole 
house  shook.  In  1988,  we  engaged  a 
construction  company  to  frame  and 
pour  a  new  concrete  and  steel  founda¬ 
tion,  and  then  to  bolt  our  house  to  it. 

The  cost  was  three  times  the  original 
purchase  price  of  our  home,  but  the 
repair  was  fortuitous,  because  when  the 
quake  of  ’89  struck,  our  brown  shingled 
house  shook  violently  but  held  fast, 
while  we  thanked  God,  the  construction 
company,  and  the  Fisher  family  who 
built  it.  □

Rapturous  Over 
Raptors 


By  Jams  Cooke  Newman 


To  get  a  doseup  view  of  some  local  birds  of  prey,  as  well  as  a  stunning  panoramic  view  of  San  Francisco,  check  out  the  "Hawk  Talks"  offered  by 
nature  guides  from  the  Golden  Gate  Raptor  Observatory,  Photos  by  Ken  Newman 


A  woman  with  a  bear-claw  design 
tattooed  on  the  tops  of  her  feet  is 
holding  a  hawk  in  a  coffee  can.  Beside 
her,  a  man  with  a  small  bird  of  prey  em¬ 
broidered  on  his  polar-fleece  jacket  is 
flipping  through  white  cards  printed  with 
silhouettes  of  hawks  and  falcons  that 
look  like  ornithological  Rorschach  tests. 

“Buteos  have  wide  tails  and  broad 
wings,”  the  man  explains,  “whereas 
accipiters  have  long  narrow  tails.  This 
hawk,”  he  points  to  the  striped  tail 
feathers  sprouting  from  the  back  of  the 
coffee  can,  “is  an  accipiter.”  The  tail 
feathers  twitch  irritably. 

The  woman  with  the  bear-claw  feet  is 
Simone  Whitecloud,  an  intern  with  the 
Golden  Gate  Raptor  Observatory 
(GGRO).  The  man  with  the  bird  of  prey 
embroidered  over  his  heart  is  Allen 
Fish,  GGRO  Director. 

And  the  bird  in  the  coffee  can  is  an 
adult  female  Cooper’s  hawk,  caught  this 
morning  in  one  of  the  GGRO’s  banding 
blinds. 

Every  autumn,  thousands  of  Cooper’s 
hawks — as  well  as  red-tailed  and  sharp- 
shinned  hawks,  American  kestrels,  and 
peregrine  falcons — fly  over  Hawk  Hill 
in  the  Marin  Headlands,  funneled  into  a 
dense  concentration  at  the  tip  of  the 
North  Bay  by  the  raptors'  preference  for 
flying  over  land  rather  than  water. 

And  every  fog-  and  rain-free  week¬ 
end  in  October,  the  peak  month  for  rap¬ 
tor  sightings,  the  GGRO  staff  offers  free 
“Hawk  Talks”  and  the  chance  to  get 
up-close-and-personal  with  a  large 
meat-eating  bird. 


Each  year  hundreds  of  volunteer  bird  watchers 
vultures,  and  felcons  that  soar  above  the  Marin 


eyes  and  a  sharp,  black-tipped  beak.  At 
the  end  of  each  of  its  toes  is  a  talon, 
long  and  curved  as  an  ancient  Chinese 
aristocrat’s  fingernails. 

Fish  shows  us  the  metal  band  that  has 
Just  been  attached  to  one  of  the  raptor’s 
yellow  legs.  During  the  fall  migration, 
the  GGRO  operates  four  banding  blinds 
in  the  Marin  Headlands.  In  these  nets, 
birds  of  prey  are  trapped  and  banded  in 
order  to  help  the  GGRO  keep  track  of 
raptor  populations.  Afterward,  they’re 
transported  in  coffee  cans  to  prevent  the 
birds  from  flapping  their  wings  and 
injuring  themselves. 

“Stand  back,”  says  Fish,  as  he  pre¬ 
pares  to  release  the  hawk.  “I  never 
know  which  way  they’re  going  to  fly, 
and  if  she  poops  on  your  head,  at  least 
you’ve  been  warned.” 

With  an  upward  push  of  his  arm.  Fish 
sets  the  bird  free.  The  hawk  stretches 
the  fingered  ends  of  her  striped  wings 
and  glides  to  the  top  of  a  cypre.ss  tree. 
We  watch  as  she  rearranges  her  feath¬ 
ers — “getting  the  human  cotnies  off,” 
says  Fish — and  then  the  powerful  hawk 
catches  a  current  of  air  and  .sails  out 
over  the  bay. 

When  the  Cooper’s  hawk  is  out  of 
sight,  1  climb  to  the  very  top  of  Hawk 
Hill,  where  volunteer  hawk  watchers 
are  busy  counting  raptors.  Every  year, 
the  GGRO  trains  volunteers  to  help 
count  the  hawks,  falcons,  turkey  vul¬ 
tures.  and  occasional  eagles  that  soar 
over  the  Marin  Headlands. 

“Unidentified  buteo  north!”  shouts  a 
man  whose  T-shirt  is  printed  w  ith  the 
picture  of  a  bald  eagle.  Twenty  pairs  of 
.sophisticated  binoculars  turn  toward  the 
north  sky. 

"I  think  that’s  a  juvie  R.T.,”  says  a 
women  with  a  falcon  stitched  above  the 
brim  of  her  baseball  cap. 

“Juvenile  red-tailed  hawk,”  confirms 
a  man  who  is  eating  a  sandwich  behind 
his  binoculars. 

A  woman  whose  badge  identifies  her 
as  a  GGRO  Dayleader,  makes  a  little 
hash  mark  on  a  form. 

The  view  from  Hawk  Hill  is 
spectacular — sailboats  on  the  bay,  San 
Francisco  from  bridge  to  bridge — but 
nobody  up  here  is  taking  their  eyes  off 
the  sky. 

“I’ve  been  here  on  a  clear  October 
day  and  seen  a  hundred  and  forty  or 
fifty  hawks  an  hour,”  says  a  man,  who 
has  not  once  lifted  his  head  from  his 
spotting  scope.  “I  tell  you,  after  a  day 


On  a  sunny  September  day,  a  giant  hairless 
creature  stopped  this  female  Cooper's 
hawk,  banded  her  leg,  and  then  allowed  the 
befuddled  bird  to  continue  flying  south. 

like  that,  you're  wrung  out!" 

Looking  up.  I  spy  the  long  narrow 
tail  of  w  hat  I  think  must  be  an  accipiter. 
“Anybody  got  an  extra  pair  of  binocu¬ 
lars'?”  I  ask. 

How  to  Experience  Your  Own 
Raptor  Rapture 

Geltinn  to  Hawk  Hill:  Take  Highway  101 
north  over  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  exit 
at  .Alexander  Avenue,  Turn  left  at  the  slop 
sign  and  go  under  101 .  Turn  right  onto  Con- 
zelman  Road  and  drive  1 .8  miles.  When  the 
road  becomes  one  way.  piark  and  walk  up  the 
west  side  ot  Hawk  Hill,  past  the  locked  gate. 
It's  ju.si  a  few  hundred  feet  to  the  summit. 

The  Golden  Gate  Raptor  Observatory 
(GGRO)  holds  "Hawk  Talks  "  ai  mxin  every 
fog-  and  rain-free  Saturday  and  Sunday  in 
October  on  Haw  k  Hill.  If  they've  been  able 
to  capture  and  band  a  bird  of  prey,  they  will 
incorporate  it  into  the  talk  and  then  release  it 
at  1  p.m.  For  information  about  volunteering 
to  count  raptors,  or  to  find  out  more  about 
the  GGRO.  visit  the  group's  web  site  at 
teww.gi>ro.org.  orcgll  415-331-0730.

If  you're  going:  Be  sure  to  bring  binocu¬ 
lars,  a  jacket,  and  a  picnic  lunch.  Dogs  are 
allowed  on  Hawk  Hill,  but  if  your  dog  is 
large,  boisterous,  or  a  little  too  interested  in 
birds  of  prey,  it's  best  to  leave  him  behind.

Fish  pulls  a  nasty-looking  rubber  rat 
out  of  his  backpack  and  .squeaks  it  at  the 
group  of  us  who  have  a.ssembled  for  this 
weekend’s  Hawk  Talk.  “Raptors  gener¬ 
ally  feed  on  large  rodents,”  he  tells  us. 
“They’ve  also  been  known  to  swoop  down 
on  songbird  feeders  and  pick  a  chestnut- 
backed  chickadee  right  off  its  feet.” 

As  we  contemplate  what  a  bird  that 
eats  rats  might  do  to  a  chickadee.  Fish 
retrieves  the  coffee  can  from  White- 
cloud  and  sticks  his  bare  hand  inside. 

“I  bet  this  looks  really  smart,”  he 
says,  while  digging  around  the  bottom 
of  the  can.  At  one  time,  hawk  handlers 
wore  thick  leather  gloves  to  protect 
them  from  the  raptors’  talons.  But  after 
a  handler  inadvertently  broke  a  bird’s 
leg,  the  GGRO  staff  decided  to  give  up 
the  clumsy  gloves. 

As  we  watch.  Fish  draws  a  large 
brown-and-white  mottled  bird  out  of  the 
coffee  can.  The  hawk  has  yellow  cat’s

All  the  Noes  That’s 
Fit  to  Print

THIS  PAPER  MAY  BE  FREE,  but  it  is  not 
worthless.  If  you  read  last  month’s  Voice, 
you  could  have  saved  big  bucks  by  clip¬ 
ping  the  coupons  of  many  of  our  local 
merchants  (without  whose  help  there 
would  be  no  newspaper). 

You  could  have  gotten  a  free  pound  of 
pasta  when  you  bought  a  “homemade  pas¬ 
ta  sauce”  at  PastaGina  on  Diamond  Street, 
and  that  would  have  saved  you  $4.95.  The 
folks  at  Copy  Central  at  3181  Mission 
gave  you  20  percent  off  all  those  flyers 
you  made  to  advertise  your  garage  sale. 
That  had  to  be  at  least  five  dollars. 

Hamano  Sushi  had  two  coupons:  20 
percent  off  for  lunch  and  $5  off  at  dinner. 
That’s  at  least  eight  dollars  you  were  able 
to  leave  in  your  pocket.  So,  three  ads 
down  and  you’ve  got  $12.95. 

Kids’  Cuts,  over  on  29th  near  San  Jose 
Avenue,  has  a  $2  off  coupon  for  haircuts 
between  9  a.m.  and  2  p.m.  That  takes  it 
down  to  10  bucks  from  the  normal  12,  but 
the  kids  should  be  under  14. 

And  then  there  was  the  20  percent  off 
from  Eaton  and  Associates  Computer  So¬ 
lutions,  for  onsite  or  walk-in  service. 
Computer  foul-ups  can  run  into  some  ma¬ 
jor  cash.  When  your  Mac  or  PC  crashes, 
and  you  know  it  will,  then  best  cut  out  that 
coupon  (it’s  on  page  30  this  month). 

Martha  &  Bros,  had  a  coupon  entitling 
you  to  a  free  bag  of  40  Filtropa  filters 
when  you  bought  your  one-pound  bag  of 
coffee.  Noe  Valley  Bakery  has  been  for 
the  past  three  months  giving  a  20  percent 
discount  on  Tuesdays  to  seniors  (65  and 
older).  Flirt  boutique  on  22nd  Street  has 
Skirt  Saturdays,  when  you  can  “shop  at 
Flirt  in  a  skirt  on  a  Saturday  and  receive 
10  percent  off  your  purchase.”  I  might 
have  to  pass  on  that  one. 

San  Francisco  Auto  Repair  Center  of¬ 
fers  three  coupons:  $10  off  smog  inspec¬ 
tion,  $10  off  an  oil  change,  and  a  free 
brake  and  safety  inspection,  on  which 
they  place  a  $46  value.  I  also  was  very 
happy  to  see  that  Rent-A- Wreck  offers 
“free  pickup  in  Noe  Valley.” 

Do  they  pick  up  human  wrecks?  I’ll 
find  out.

KIDS  AND  DOGS  AND  CATS,  OH  MY: 
There  were  some  freebies  for  the  kiddies, 
of  which  there  are  countless  in  Noe  Val¬ 
ley.  Terra  Mia’s  pottery  studio  offers  free 


kids’  paint  time  on  Mondays,  Wednes¬ 
days,  and  Fridays  from  1  to  4  p.m.  Studio 
time  for  kids  would  normally  be  four  dol¬ 
lars.  Go  there  three  times  a  week,  and 
that’s  $12  saved,  per  child. 

For  all  you  pet  owners,  Noe  Valley  Pet 
Company  on  the  comer  of  Church  and 
Cesar  Chavez  offered  a  low-cost  vaccine 
clinic  for  your  dog  and/or  cat,  as  well  as 
anesthesia-free  teeth  cleaning.  There  are, 
without  a  doubt,  more  cats  and  dogs  in 
Noe  Valley  than  kids.  I’ve  heard  rumors 
that  there  are  slightly  more  dogs  in  this 
city  than  children. 

Anyway,  according  to  Mary  Fry  of  the 
Pet  Company,  the  animal  vaccine  pro¬ 
gram  is  very  popular.  “We  get  20  to  30 
people  each  session  and  have  at  least  two 
sessions  a  month.”  The  next  ones  will  be 
on  Thursdays,  Oct.  10  and  24,  between  6 
and  7:30  p.m.  “Dog  packs  go  for  any¬ 
where  from  27  to  38  dollars  and  cat  pack¬ 
ages  run  about  the  same,”  she  says. 

As  for  the  anesthesia-free  teeth-clean- 
ing.  Fry  reports,  “The  canine  hygienist, 
known  as  ‘Molar  Coaster,’  used  to  come 
in  and  brush  dogs’  teeth  by  hand  without 
giving  them  any  anesthesia,  unlike  the 
vets  and  vet  techs  who  usually  do  it  with 
anesthesia  [so  they  don’t  get  bitten  in  the 
process].  He  was  very  fiopular,  especial¬ 
ly  with  the  owners  of  older  dogs  who 
feared  that  a  knock-out  drug  could  kill  or 
seriously  harm  their  pet.” 

But  according  to  Fry,  the  store  has  tem¬ 
porarily  discontinued  the  service  due  to 
pressure  from  veterinarians  who  claim 
Molar  Coaster  is  practicing  veterinary 
medicine  without  a  license.  “I  feel  real 
sorry  for  the  old  dogs  who  would  come 
in  and  allow  this  guy  to  get  down  on  the 
floor  with  them  and  painstakingly  gently 
bmsh  their  teeth,  which  the  dogs  must 
have  appreciated  since  I  never  saw  him 
get  bitten,  and  which  their  owners  liked 
because. ..well. ..have  you  ever  smelled  an 
old  dog’s  breath?”  Not  being  a  dog  own¬ 
er  or  knowing  any  dogs  well  enough  to 
get  that  intimate,  I  had  to  say,  “No,  but  I 
know  what  you  mean.” 

Mr.  Molar  Coaster,  a.k.a.  Rob  Burks, 
confirmed  that  he  does  his  dog  dental  hy¬ 
giene  at  a  number  of  pet  stores  in  the  Bay 
Area,  but  no  longer  at  NVPC.  “Evident¬ 
ly,  some  veterinarians  think  that  I  am  do¬ 
ing  something  only  they  are  licensed  to 
do.  I’ve  had  an  arbitration  over  this  issue 
and  have  won,  yet  they  put  pressure  on 
the  pet  stores  where  I’ve  set  up  clinics  to 
stop  the  service,”  said  Burks.  “I  am  cur¬ 
rently  cutting  back  my  schedule  because 
of  all  the  hassles  and  because  of  the  pres¬ 
sures  the  pet  store  owners  [of  which 
Burks  is  one]  get  from  some  of  the  vets 
in  their  corrjmunity,  and  I  am  thinking  of 
discontinuing  the  clinics  altogether.” 

Burks  says,  however,  that  he  will  con¬ 
tinue  the  canine  teeth  cleanings  that  he  has 
scheduled  through  November,  and  then 
evaluate  his  options.  “I  have  gotten  a  great 
response  from  all  the  communities  where

The  price  is  $23,  and  gets  you  a  sal¬ 
ad,  pasta  appetizer  or  soup,  followed  by 
a  fish  or  meat  plate,  and  dessert  with  cof¬ 
fee  or  tea.  There’s  another  $11 .50. 

I  ’ve  also  been  meaning  to  check  out  the 
$29.95  dinner  special  for  two  at  Fattoush 
on  Church  Street.  You  pick  two  entrees, 
say  a  shish  kebab  or  chicken  kebab,  with 
salad  and  humus.  You  can  order  the  spe¬ 
cial  to  go  any  time,  or  dine  in  on  Monday 
through  Thursday,  5:30  to  9  p.m. 

The  Chenery  Park  Restaurant  at  Chen- 
ery  and  Diamond  in  Glen  Park  has  “Fam¬ 
ily  Night”  on  Tuesdays,  when  they  cater 
to  the  kids  with  a  special  menu.

The  pain  is  unbearable.  PufF,  the  doctor  says. 

Blow.  How  can  I  concentrate  on  my  breathing 
with  that  woman  screaming  at  the  end  of  the 
ward?  It  hurts,  she  yells.  Take  it  out.  Yes,  it  hurts,  but 
have  some  dignity.  Everyone  is  suffering. 

Vinh  said  he  was  careful.  Don’t  worry,  he  said.  The 
first  time  I  delivered  lunch  to  his  art  shop  on  Trang 
Tien,  he  counted  out  his  dong  notes  without  looking 
at  me.  Same  thing  the  next  day. 

Then  the  following  week  or  the 
week  after  that,  he  smiled.  I  looked 
right  at  his  eyes,  the  way  Americans  do 
in  the  shops  on  Trang  Tien.  I  felt  like 
1  was  seeing  the  sunrise  at  Cat  Ba  again, 
like  when  I  was  a  little  girl.  Where 
did  I  get  the  nerve  to  stare  at  him? 

He  said.  You're  a  pretty  little  one, 
too  pretty  to  carry  bowls  of  pho.  You 
belong  in  my  store.  He  touched  my 
hand  when  he  paid  me.  Two  1 0,000</ 
notes.  He  said  something  in  English 
that  sounded  like  kip  chang.  I  tried  to 
give  him  his  change,  but  he  pushed 
my  hand  away.  I  tip,  he  said.  Like 
the  Americans. 

Vinh  had  a  way  with  Americans, 
with  their  green  bills,  all  the  same 
size.  He  could  speak  plenty  of 
English.  He  taught  me  some  phrases 
behind  Tran  Quoc  Pagoda,  on  the 
island  in  Hoan  Kiem  Lake,  where  we 
went  at  dusk.  “How  are  you  today?” 

“Have  you  seen  the  lake?”  “Twenty 
dollars,  please.” 

When  your  English  is  better,  he  said,  you  can  sell 
with  me.  But  I  was  happy  sweeping  up  after  closing 
and  watching  Vinh  count  receipts.  After,  we  walked, 
close  but  not  touching,  to  the  Pagoda.  It  was  only  five 
minutes,  but  it  seemed  to  take  hours.  The  anticipation 
rose  from  my  feet  into  my  belly.  I  had  to  stiffen  my 
arms  at  my  sides,  so  badly  did  they  want  to  fly  around 
Vinh’s  neck  and  pull  his  mouth  to  mine. 

I  didn’t  like  spreading  our  thin  blanket  so  close  to 
the  temple.  But  Vinh  said  no  one  would  stumble 
upon  us.  Don’t  worry.  Little  One,  he  said.  Buddha 
will  smile  on  you  as  you  sing  into  the  moonlight. 

A  few  months  later  Vinh  said  as  he  nuzzled  my 
thigh.  You’re  getting  fat.  I  can’t  call  you  Little  One 
anymore.  Soon  after,  I  felt  something  move  in  my 
belly  and  I  knew  what  had  to  be  true.  Why  hadnt  I 
noticed,  though  the  moon  waxed  and  waned,  that 
my  bleeding  had  stopped?  One  day  after  closing, 
Vinh  handed  me  the  rest  of  my  pay.  I’m  sorry.  Little 
One,  he  said. 

The  noodle  shop  didn’t  care  as  long  as  I  completed 
my  deliveries  on  time.  I  stayed  away  from  Trang 
Tien.  My  feet  swelled  as  I  grew  fatter  and  it  became 
harder  to  walk  with  steaming  soup  dangling  from 
my  shoulders. 

Then  Anh,  from  the  basket  shop,  asked  what  I 
was,  doing  about  the  baby.  My  aunt  runs  a  hotel  on 
Hang  Trong,  she  said.  Rich  Americans  adopting 
Vietnamese  babies.  She  scribbled  Mrs.  Thuys  name 
on  a  slip  of  paper. 

I  found  the  Claudia  Hotel  and  pushed  the  door 
open.  Mrs.  Thuy  hurried  me  into  the  back,  past 
the  Americans  with  their  lucky  babies.  What  are  you 
doing  here?  she  asked.  This  is  a  respectable  hotel, 
not  a  brothel. 

I  started  to  cry.  Thank  God  my  parents  had 
passed.  It  would  kill  them  to  see  me.  And  Vinh.  I 
longed  for  him  every  night,  imagining  his  chest 
pressed  against  mine. 


Anh  sent  me,  I  managed  to  say.  Mrs.  Thuy  handed 
me  a  handkerchief.  She  wrote  down  the  name  of  the 
hospital.  When  the  pains  start,  sign  yourself  in  under 
a  made-up  name,  she  said.  After  delivery,  leave.  They 
will  bring  the  baby  to  an  orphanage  where  someone 
will  adopt  it.  It  will  be  as  if  you  never  had  it  at  all.  She 
held  the  back  door  open.  I  didn’t  blame  her  for  not 
wanting  me  to  walk  past  her  customers. 


Puff,  the  doctor  says.  Blow.  If  I  think  of  this  as  my 
baby  I  will  long  for  it  the  way  I  yearn  for  Vinh.  I  have 
a  fake  name.  Another  woman  is  having  this  baby,  not 
me.  This  is  my  pain,  not  my  baby,  and  I  will  bear  it. 
Then  I  will  start  again  as  if  these  months  never  were. 

But  first  I  will  offer  cakes  and  fruit  at  the  Pagoda. 
No  more  hiding  in  its  shadow  after  closing.  I  will  pray 
that  even  as  I  bid  this  baby  goodbye  another  woman 
says  in  English,  Hello. 

The  plane  descends  into  Noibai  Airport. 

The  anticipation  rises  from  my  toes  into  my 
abdomen.  'Where  do  birth  mothers  feel 
anticipation?  Their  pelvises?  Their  breasts? 

People  ask  questions.  Why  adoption?  Interna¬ 
tional  adoption?  Vietnam?  How  can  we  distill  the 
conversations  that  took  place  over  years  into  an  easy 
answer?  “Do  you  want  to  have  children?”  over  dinner. 
“I  don’t  know”  at  breakfast.  “Now?”  during  summer 
vacation.  “Maybe”  the  next  winter.  Why  did  we 
decide  to  adopt  a  baby  from  Vietnam,  you  ask? 
Because  that  was  the  scenario  spread  before  us  the 
moment  we  both  said  “yes.” 

They  ask.  Have  you  thought  of  names?  Then  I 
imagine  how  the  pregnant  woman  feels  when  a 
stranger  reaches  across  the  sidewalk  to  massage  her 
belly.  For  me,  this  is  the  most  personal  question. 

We  are  an  Ashkenazi  and  a  Sephardic  Jew,  I 
explain,  avoiding  a  direct  answer,  as  if  placing  a 
protective  hand  over  an  expanded  uterus  and  turn¬ 
ing  aside. 

Ashkenazis  name  babies  for  the  dead,  Sephardis  for 
the  living,  in  hope  that  the  namesake’s  qualities  carry 
forward  to  the  next  generation.  It  is  both  an  honor 
and  a  kind  of  immortality. 

We  name  after  he  has  drawn  a  breath,  1  continue, 
for  that  is  when  the  neshamah,  the  soul,  enters.  We 
name  him  in  a  ceremony  so  that  God  and  his  commu¬ 
nity  know  who  he  is. 


We  have  decided  who  to  name  him  after,  but  we 
don’t  yet  know  his  soul.  Besides,  he  will  have  a  name 
given  by  the  orphanage  caretakers,  who  have  preserved 
his  life  so  that  he  may  be  delivered  to  us. 

We  will  lay  his  Vietnamese  name  alongside  the 
names  of  our  relatives,  living  and  dead,  add  our  sense 
of  his  neshamah  and  our  American  accents,  and  arrive 
at  a  name,  as  if  we  were  writing  the  lines  of  a  poem 
from  the  Magnetic  Poetry  kit  that 
dances  across  our  refrigerator. 

Soon  Mrs.  Thuy’s  helper  will  meet 
us  in  Hanoi.  Tomorrow,  a  cab  will  take 
us  from  the  Claudia  Hotel  to  the 
orphanage.  We  will  enter  a  reception 
room  and  offer  gifts,  baseball  caps,  and 
perfume,  inexpensive  trinkets  that  label 
us  rich  Americans.  Which  I  suppose  we 
are,  if  we  could  pay  the  fees  and  cross 
the  Pacific,  suitcases  packed  with 
Huggies  and  Pedialyte.  The  orphanage 
director  will  place  a  bundle  in  rny  arms. 

The  next  day  we  will  travel  to  the 
provincial  building.  A  government  offi¬ 
cial  will  hold  our  baby,  read  a  proclama¬ 
tion,  sign  some  forms.  With  a  flourish, 
the  Giving  and  Receiving  Ceremony 
will  be  complete.  Congratulations,  he 
will  say.  Lucky  baby. 

People  criticize  us.  There  are  chil¬ 
dren  in  California  who  need  homes, 
they  say.  Your  child  will  have  Asian  fea¬ 
tures,  a  Hebrew  name,  and  white  par¬ 
ents  who,  until  a  year  ago,  knew  little 
about  Vietnam  beyond  a  few  phrases. 
Vietnam  vet.  Tet  offensive.  Hanoi  Jane.  Will  you  honor 
multiculturalism?  Or  maintain  colorblindness? 

But  like  much  of  parenting,  a  decision  is  neither  all 
right  nor  all  wrong.  We  have  made  a  choice  which  we 
will  live  within,  the  way  the  Buddhists  teach.  Until  it  is 
time  to  make  the  next  one. 

In  a  story,  a  woman  sets  sail  at  daybreak  for  her  final 
journey.  Her  family  watches  on  the  beach  as  she 
pulls  up  anchor.  They  tear  their  clothes,  throw 
themselves  at  the  sand.  Though  they  know  it  is  time 
for  her  to  go,  they  grieve  for  her.  The  woman  smiles  at 
them,  wide  as  the  rising  sun.  Then  she  turns  her  back 
and  stands  on  the  rocking  deck,  feet  firm,  and  stares 
into  the  distance. 

The  family  stays  on  shore,  watching  the  boat 
recede,  waving.  It  shrinks  until  it  is  no  more  than  a 
speck  under  a  sun  now  high  in  the  sky.  The  family 
observes,  crying,  until  the  speck  slips  out  of  sight 
below  the  horizon.  Goodbye,  they  say.  Goodbye. 

At  that  moment,  a  crowd  gathers  on  another  strip 
of  sand.  Look,  they  say,  pointing  to  something  barely 
visible  where  the  ocean  meets  the  sky.  Come  see.  They 
sit  on  the  beach  as  the  image  grows  larger  and  takes 
shape.  A  boat.  All  day  they  wait  until  they  can  make 
out  the  form  of  the  standing  woman,  gazing  forward. 
They  wave. 

The  sun  is  low  and  orange  when  the  woman  drops 
anchor.  The  people  embrace  each  other.  Look,  they  say. 
Look.  She’s  come.
